FEW MILITARY VANTAGES. 

New York Tribune: In a military sense the 
advantages gained by the reduction of Antwerp 
are relatively unimportant. The investing army 
can now be used in operations further to the 
west, and all danger of an attack from the rear 
ou the German line of communications through 

ege to Aix-la-Chapelle has been removed. But 

wWhese results are of secondary value. As a base 
for naval operations Antwerp is useless. The out- 
let to the sea by the Scheldt River is through 
Dutch territory, and Germany has, moreover, no 
means at present of getting any part of her fleet 
into Antwerp. Asa station for Zeppelins mobiliz- 
ing against England Antwerp has some advan- 
tages. But a Zeppelin base there would be more 
exposed to British aeroplane attacks than is a 
base at Dusseldorf or Cologne. The occupation 
of Brussels, Belgium’s capital and largest city, 
had practically no military effect. The taking 
over. of Antwerp, after an evacuation, will be of 
scarcely any greater value in helping Germany to 
accomplish her primary purpose of overrunning 
and crushing France. 


FORTIFICATIONS USELESS. 


New York Evening Post: The appalling cel- 
erity of the fall of Antwerp shows, like Namur, 
that the Germans cannot be held back by mere 
‘fortifications. Even Baedeker contains the state- 
ment that Antwerp is one of the strongest of 
European fortifications, rebuilt with all possible 
skill and endless expense as a safe retreat for the 


‘Belgian army if the nation’s neutrality. should be 
yiolated. Now this is a legend; the Germans have 


' smashed their way through with irresistible force 
in a manner unparalleled in military history, 
and poor, innocent Belgium sees another violated 
and breached city in the hands of the enemy. If 
would only end Belgian loss and suffering, 
might be a little consolation in it. But 
| Ghent, Ostend and Calais may be the next to fall; 
) and when the allies attempt to drive out the Ger- 
| mans, suffering and death will still come to the 


Belgians. 


MOTIVES FOR CAPTURE.

THE MENACE TO HOLLAND. 
- Cincinnati Enquirer: Because Antwerp is on 
_ the Scheldt and because navigation by it must be 
‘through Holland there comes the suggestion that 
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ts waters for the coming and going of their 
, t ships of war, transports and deadly sub- 
j marines in making Antwerp one of their bases of 
_ @perations against England; that they would not 
' violate the territory of Holland, but would make 
of Ostend, in conquered and ruined Belgium, their 
' principal base against England by sea and air. 
Belgium is now practically a German possession. 
* Why not Holland? There have been tremendous 
‘wars to maintain “balance of power.” Here we 
have one to the last ditch and the bitter end, with 
each side proposing control of land and sea, so 
there should be no surprise if the side finally 
conquering should change some boundary lines 
and wipe some countries off the map. 


FATE OF FORTIFIED CITIES. 
Washington Times: The fall of Antwerp is 
significant for two reasons. First, 
ease with which it was accomplished empha- 
th. ‘““wression created by the affairs of 
Nama. and Maubeuge, that there are no 


even reasonably secure against capture if once 
they are invested by ‘the Germans. No reliance 
may be placed in defensive works. Paris is sup- 
posed to be the most powerfully fortified city on 
the Continent; but then,’ Antwerp was regarded 
as the second in strength, and it fell in a period 
so short-that it is counted in days, where the al- 
lies had pretended to believe it could hold out 
for months. The failure of the allies.to defend 
their fortified cities is, however, offset some- 
what by the fact that in the open field they have 
given excellent accounts of themselves. The kind 
of artillery that wrecks the great turreted forts 
and reinforced concrete works of a city, does not 
lend itself so well to attack on a great line of 
infantry stretched along a hundred miles of fight- 
ing front. In this kind of open-field fighting, 
by all aecounts, the French and British artillery, 
especially the French, is accounted the equal if 
not the superior to the German. 

Thus the Germans have both an advantage and 
a certain weakness in their monster guns. They 
are able to capture cities; but to capture cities 
in the enemy’s country, while army of the enemy 
escapes and remains active and effective in the 
field, is a poor success. The fate of fortified 
cities is decided after all in the open field. Every 
hostile city that is taken, and that is required 
to be garrisoned, detracts to that extent from the 
mobility and the independence of the army in the 
field.

SULLIVAN vs. ROBINS. 

Springfield Republican: Roger Sullivan’s 
candidacy for United States Senator from Illinois 
is getting precious little aid from Democrats out- 
side the State. Secretary Bryan refuses to make 
speeches in Illinois on his Western tour. Senator 
Owen of Oklahoma, a prominent Democrat and 
president of the Popular Government League, has 
written a letter denouncing Sullivan and advo- 
cating the support by Illinois Democrats of Ray- 
mond Robins, the Progressive candidate.

Robins well deserves Democratic aid. What Pro- 
gressives have done in Pennsylvania in support- 
ing a Democrat against Penrose, the Democrats 
can do in Illinois in supporting a Progressive 
against Sullivan.

PROGRESSIVE CHANCES. 

New York Evening Post: Taking the country 
as a whole, what are the chances of the Progres- 
sives in the senatorial oontests this fall? In 21 
of the 82 states holding elections they have, ac- 
cording to the latest tabulation, candidates, while 
seven of the remaining 11 are Southern states, in 
which not even the Republicans have thought it 
worth while to name men. The outlook cannot be 
called bright in any quarter. Although the Penn- 
sylvania Progressives are maintaining that a 
vote for Palmer is a vote for Penrose, and those 
of Illinois that a yote for Sherman is a vote for 
Sullivan, the independents in these states will be 
well advised to vote for the old party opponents 
ot the two bosses. They inevitably have the best 
chance of winning. In California, Francis J. 
Heney has a strong following, but he can scarcely 
do more than so split the old Republican vote 
as to elect the Democratic nominee, ex-Mayor 
Phelan of San Francisco. In a dozen other states, 
as Colorado, Iowa, Indiana and Connecticut, the 
Progressive candidacy is looked upon merely as 
strengthening Democratic hopes of success, or as 
absolutely guaranteeing it. In Utah, the Demo- 
cratic-Progressive fusion candidate, J. H. Moyle, 
is a Democrat. The Progressives are undoubted- 
ly proud of the fact that in so many states they 
have been able to bring their party into the field; 
but it is altogether improbable that the present 
party alignment—52 Democrats to 43 Republicans 
—will be altered by the choice of Progressive 
Senators. 


BRYAN’S STRAIGHT TICKET PLEA. 

Indianapolis Star: The trouble with Mr. 
Bryan’s plea for election of the whole Democratic 
ticket as an indorsement of Woodrow Wilson is 
that it proves too much. 

It is perfectly true that if Shively is beaten 
the opposition leaders and newspapers will claim 
a rebuke for the Democratic administration, but 
this is no more true of Indiana than it is of Illi- 
nois or of any state where the Democratic or- 
ganization is in discredited and unworthy hands. 

All there is to Mr. Bryan’s plea is the same old 
fetish of blind partisan loyalty, the same old 
crack of the party whip. Although in the State 
of Illinois a Democratic defeat will be heralded 
as a rebuke to President Wilson, thousands of 
high-minded Democrats in that State will vote 


against Roger Sullivan, just as thousands of high- 
minded Democrats in Indiana will vote against 
Benjamin Shively and Homer Cook and will in 
that act perform a duty not only to their country, 
but to their party itself. 


Is any Democratic reader of these lines so 
shortsighted as not to realize that he injures his 
party when he swallows bad nominations along 
with good, or so imperfectly informed that he 
does not recognize as the highest service he can 
render his party the dethronement of bad lead- 
ership and the substitution of good? 


UPRISING AGAINST SULLIVAN. 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: If Roger Sullivan 
succeeds in being elected United States Senator 
from Illinois it will be a success achieved in the 
face of a redoubtable rebellion in his own party 
and against the better judgment of a great ma- 
jority of progressive Democrats the country over. 
Seldom has a regular party candidate faced so 
strong a hostile demonstration among his own 
partisans. 

The opposing candidates are Senator Sherman, 
Republican, whose record in Illinois politics is 
none too good, and Raymond Robins,, Progres- 
sive.

WHAT WILL FERDINAND DO? 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: Not until the out- 
break of the present war did the German blood 
of King Charles bring discord between King and 
people. He sought to place Rumania on the 
Austro-German side, but found the task far be- 
yond his power. He was compelled to content 
himself with holding his people back from actual 
alliance with Germany’s foes. 

The King’s death may mark an important 
change in the destiny of Rumania. The new 
King, Ferdinand, nephew of the late ruler, though 
himself of German blood, has always stood in the 
most friendly attitude toward Great Britain. His 
wife, the new Queen, is the daughter of the Brit- 
ish Duke of Edinburgh, and the royal children— 
who are, perhaps, the most beautiful and promis- 
ing of all Europe—have spent as much time in 
London as in Bucharest. 

It is very unlikely that King Ferdinand will 
follow the German tendencies of his predecessor. 
Lioth for family reasons and for the purpose of 
winning at the outset the esteem of his subjects, 
he will probably assume a neutrality quite un- 
tinged by any German leaning. 


CHARLES A WISE RULER. 

Philadelphia Ledger: Should it be said that 
King Charles of Rumania died at a fortunate mo- 
ment both for himself and for his eountry? It is 
difficult to believe that he would have assented 
willingly to participation in the war or that his 
people would much longer have been contented to 
maintain peace. As a Hohenzollern, his sympe- 
thies were naturally with Germany; he is cred- 
ited with saying that he had given his word to 
the Kaiser not to permit Rumania to become the 
ally of Russia. Yet thie was precisely what the 
Rumanians desired, and it was already a question 


unlike that of the Italians. The Austro-Hun- 
garian provinces of Transylvania and Bukowina 
are largely Rumanian, just as Trieste and the 
Trentino are largely Italian. As the war is now 
going in the East, Transylvania will soon be oc- 
cupied by the Russian forces; Bukowina already 
has been. Rumania gained some territory from 
Bulgaria at the end of the second Balkan War 
without having to fight for it. -But a policy of 
strict neutrality at this time would probably not . 
lead to an equally happy result. a heb 

It is only simple justice to the late King, more- 
over, to say that, however his subject may have 
resented his-recent policy, he was a wise ruler 
in the main and his reign was beneficial to his | 
realm. He was chosen “Domn,” or Lord of Ru- 
mania, in 1866, and proclaimed King in,1881, after 
the country had been freed from Turkish domina- 
tion. Many foreign and domestic troubles con- 
fronted him at the outset, but he safely surmount- 
ed them. Exasperation with his pacific policy at 
this time should not prevent the Rumanians from 
doing full justice to all his services in their be- 
half.‘ No small part of their present prosperity 
iz due to him. 


RUMANIAN SYMPATHY. 

Philadelphia Record: King Charles has been 
called the Maker of Rumania; and in a sense 
his claim to that title is justified. Being a Hohen- ; 
zollern, he naturally regarded an efficient army 
to be the first requisite to the greatness of. a 
State; and he, therefore, bent his energies’ dur- 
ing the early years of his reign to the creation of | 
a military force trained in the thoroughgoing 
Prussian drill. When Russia began her “war 
of liberation” in Turkey it so happened that Ru- 
mania was able to give very material aid; and 
on the field of Plevna the Rumanian troops not 
only received their baptism of fire, but conquered 
for their country complete independence of Turk- 
ish sovereignty. The tributary principality be- 
came a kingdom. The death of King Charles is 
expected td cause a change in Rumania from the 
policy of neutrality to one of belligerency in 
favor of Russia end the Triple Entente. The 
assumption that only the Hohenzollern sympa- 
thies of the late King held Rumania neutral is 
merely the result of interested surmises in Petro- 
grad. If the Rumanian Government and people 
really wanted war they would have acted accord- 
ing to their desires in spite of the King.

REMODELING OF KANSAS 
STATE PRISON URGED 


Commission Recommends Set- 
ting Aside $100,000 for Work 


and Plans Wage Reforms. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 17.—Reconstruc- 
tion of the entire Kansas State Pent- 
tentiary, with the exception of the new 
twine plant, was urged by the advisory 
commission recently appointed by Gov. 
Hodges to investigate needed improve- 
ment, in a repert presented to the Gov- 
ernor today. 

Several years’ time should be devoted 
to the reconstruction of the prison, the 
commision says, and the Legislature is 
urged to make an appropriation of 
$100,000 to begin the work. 

A graduated wage scale for prisoners 
is ene of the reforms urged by the 
commissioners. 

“We would recommend,” says the re- 
port, “a minimum wage of 5 cents a day 
for every prisoner and a maximum 
wage of 30 cents, the amount between 
the minimum and maximum to be de- 
termined by the Board of Correctien 
and the Warden.”

ST. LOUISAN PUI 
THROUGH BILL FOR 
FIRST SUBMARINE 


England and Germany Quickly 
Followed Congress’ Action in 
Building Vessels. 


DEWEY FAVORED MEASURE 


He Supported W. D. Vandiver 
in Futile Fight for Purchase 
of Holland Patents. 


The development of the submarine 
boat, which is playing such an im- 
portant part in European naval war- 


fare, was made possible by the work 
of a St. Louis man, who, as a member 
of the Naval Affairs Committee of 
Congress in 1899, was principally re- 
sponsible for the appropriation to build 
the first submarine ship. 

This St. Loulsan is Willard D. Vandi- 
ver, United States Assistant Treasurer. 
As a member of Congress from the 
Fourteenth District for several terms 
he took the lead in fighting for ap- 
propriations for submarine construc- 
tion. Soon after the first American sub- 
marines were constructed and put into 
service England sent inspectors to the 
United States to study plans and speci- 
fications, and soon afterward began 
building under-the-sea ships. Germarly 
quickly followed, and then France. 
Sub-Treasurer Vandiver told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday the story 
of the fight he made for appropria- 
tions for submarines and how Admiral 
Dewey was the only naval officer of 
any importance who rendered any ser- 
vice in this direction. 

“The effective use of the submarine 
by Germany in this war bears out a 
prediction I made on the floor of Con- 
gress, in-the fight for the appropria- 
tion to build the first ship, that the 
under-the-sea boats would eventually 
drive the big battleships from the 
ocean,’ said Vandiver. 

First One Invented by Holland. 
“The first real submarine war vessel 
was invented by a Baltimore man 
named Holland. He got together enough 
money to build an experimental boat, 
which he brought to Washington to 
demonstrate to Congress. As a member 
of the Naval Affairs Committee, I 
spent a day on the Potomac River 
watching the maneuvers of this fight- 
ing craft. 

“Admiral Dewey was with the com- 
mittee. After seeing how the sub- 
marine performed, he said that if 
two of them had been in Manila 
Harber he would not have dared en- 
ter with his fleet. Dewey was then 
the great naval hero of the Spanish- 
American War, having but a little 
more than a year before destroyed 
the Spanish fleet in Manila Bay. 
“The ‘members of the committee 
were so impressed with the sub- 
marine that the late Amos Cummings 
of New York introduced in the cum- 
mittee the next day a bill to authorize 
the construction of 20 of these ships. 
Admiral Dewey had given us his 
opinion that with four of these boats 
operating in New York Harbor it 
would be impossible for the navy of 
any nation to make a successful at- 
tack upon that city. He also declared 
that he believed the submarine was 
the best possible vessel for coast de- 
fense. 

Naval Officers Scorned the Idea. 

“All the other important naval offi- 
cers were strongly against the sub- 
marine idea. They laughed at the 
suggestion that an under-the-ses 
boat could be of any service in war- 
fare. But we had seen the wonderful 
demonstration given by Holland, and 
we were convinced that the submar- 
ine was bound to become an impurtant 
adjunct to the navy. 

“When the matter was brought up 
in Congress we found that the ship- 
ping and armor plate interests were 
all against it, as well as most of the 
naval officers. I advised Cummings 
to reduce the number of submarines 
asked for from 20 to four. After 
a hard fight in Congress we s¢c- 
ceeded in getting an appropriation of 
something less than $500,000 “or the 
construction of one experimental 
submarine. The next year we ob- 
tained an appropriation for tw> more 
and the year after for two additional, 
bringing the fleet up to five. By that 
time the European nations were be- 
ginning to build submarine fleets. 


Advocated Purchase of Patents. 
“T advocated, in Congress, the pur- 


chase of the patents of Holland, so 
that the United States Government 
could control the manufacture of 
submarines. I also advocated that 
this Government guard the submar- 
ine as a secret, so that other nations 
would not know how to build them. 
“But with the naval officers, the ar- 
mor plate manufacturers and the ship- 
ping interests all against us, we were 
not able to put this plan through. The 
submarines of the European nationg 
were constructed generally upon the 
plan of the American model. 

“The first of the Holland type of sub- 
marines built by this Government cost 
about $500,000 each, and the later ones 
about $750,000 each. The big battleships, 
which are so easily destroyed by the 
submarines, cost from $7,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000. 

“In my investigations of the subma- 
rine subject, I found that many unsuc- 
cessful efforts had been made to con- 
struct a practical under-the-water boat. 
It was impossible to build a successful 
ship until an electric storage battery 
had been developed with sufficient pow- 
er to operate the machinery of the 
boat. 

Monitor's Inventor Met With Delay. 
“Holland, the inventor of the sub- 
marine, died several years ago. Cum- 
mings is also dead. 

“It ts a coincidence that when Capt. 
Briecson tnvented the Monitor for the 
i | Paepese of pitting {t against the Mera- 
mec be aleo had great Aaifficulty tn get- 
ting Congress to appropriate money for 
the construction of the ship. A wealthy 
friend told him to go ahead and build 
the ship, and ff the Government did not 
pay for it, he weuld do so, The United 


| States thus became the first nation to 
use the fronclad warships.”’ 

Vandiver served three terms in Con- 
gress, and afterwards became Insurance 
Commissioner of Missouri under Gov. 
Folk.

MADISON, Wis., Oct. 17.—Greater uni- 


formity in the laws of the various 
states affecting the business of corpora- 
tions is one of the ends sought by the 


Governors’ conference, which meets in 
Madison Nov. 10 to 14 Two of the six 
papers to be read at the meeting deal 
with the question of uniformity of legis- 
lation. 

Gov. Charles R. Miller of Delaware 
will discuss ‘“‘Uniformity of Laws Fixing 
the Conditions to Be Met by Foreign 
Corporations Before Doing Business in a 
State,”” and Gov. Edward F. Dunne of 
Illinois will discuss ‘Uniformity of 
Safety and Sanitation Laws for Places 
of Employment.” Other subjects on the 
progtam for discussion are: 

Report of Committee on Rural Cred- 
its. Gov. Emmet O’Neal of Alabama, 
chairman. 


“State Control of Natural Resources. 
Gov. William Spry of Utah. 
“Extradition.”’ Gov. 8. V. Stewart of 
Montana. 
“Submission of Governor’s Recommen- 
dation in Bill Form.” Gov. Frank M. 
Byrne of South Dakota. 

Authority of Influence. 
“The Governors’ conference is a unique 
institution in our political life,” says 
Secretary C. M. Riley. “It exercises no 
legislative powers, nor can the organiza- 
tion lay down an administrative rule 
that has the force of law. Its directing 
powers are those of influence and per- 
suasion only. While President Wilson 
was yet Governor of New Jersey and a 
member of the Governors’ conference, 
he said: ‘We are setting up, outside the 
sphere of the Federal Congress, a new 
instrument of political life, national in 
its character, scope and intention; an 
instrument not of legislation but of opin- 
ion, exercising the authority of in- 
fluence, not of law.’ 
“The ‘drive business away bogie’ has 
discouraged and will continue to dis- 
courage individual states in their efforts 
to enact much needed humanitarian leg- 
islation. This is not because industry 
objects to rigid regulation and public 
supervision, for the employer is not in- 
different to the health and safety of his 
workers.

A campaign among the farmers ef the 
State against Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 1 has been started by E. W. 
Solomon, President of the _ Farmers’ 
e- 


| Waucational and Co-Operative Union, 
From headquarters at Bernie, Solontwn 
is sending out literaturs appealing to 
the farmers te defeat the proposition 
because it will practically kill the initia- 
tive and referendum in Missouri. 

The amendment is ostensibly aimed 
at the single tax, but goes much further 
and prevents any kind of tax refurm, 
as well as prohibiting any proposition 
being submitted oftener than once in 
five years. New provisions are made 
for the filing of petitions which are full 
of “jokers.”” These ‘‘jokers’” will ef- 
fectually destroy the initiative and ref- 
erendum in the State. 

The farmers’ organizations of the 
State actively assisted in the passage 
of the initiative and referendum amend- 
ment in 188. They were also bitterly 
opposed to the single tax two years 
ago, but as between killing the single 
tax or losing the initiative and ref- 
erendum, Solomon believes a majority 


of the aes weuld amend to save the 


initiative and referendum. He points | 
out that there is no danger from the 
single tax, anyway, since it was buried 
under a majority of 425,000. 

The farmers’ organization is co- 
operating with. the National Popular 
Government League at Washington, of 
which the National Farmers’ Union is 
@ member, The Missouri branch of the 
National Popular Government League 
also is conducting a vigorous campaign 
against Constitutional Amendment No. 
1 through its county committees. Other 
organizations actively opposed to the 
amendment are the State fcderation of 
Labor, the Socialist Party of Missouri, 
the Civic League of St. Louis and civic 
and commercial organizations in Kan- 
sas City and 8t. Josepn. 

The organizations in the cities point 
out that a large city vote against the 
amendment must be obtained to offset 
prejudice in its favor already aroused

BE BIG FEATURE 
OF HORSESHOW 


Alfred G. Vanderbilt Will Drive 
His Famous Team in Mara- 
thon Through Streets. 


WOMEN TO RIDE JUMPERS 


Expert New Yorkers Will Com- 
pete With Others in Event 
for First Time Here. : 


Preparations for this year’s horse 
show which will be held at the Coll- 
seum from Oct. 26 to 31, inclusive, 
are nearly complete. Entries te date 
give assurance that it will be the 


best in point of number and quaiity 
of entries that St. Loulisans have had 
an opportunity to see. The manage- 
ment of the St. Louis Horse Show 
Society, completely reorganized and 
under the direction of Adolphus 
Busch ITI, has spared no pains or ex- 
pense to get the best attractions to 
be had in the horse world, for all 
classes, from ponies to coach horses 
and from high school saddlers to the 
big, speedy . cross-country hunters 
and jumpers. 

In addition to filling the regular 
show ring classes special events have 
been arranged to make the show 
more interesting. 

A four-in-hand race, or coaching 
Marathon, from Forest Park through 
the streets to the Coliseum will take 
place one afternoon during the show. 
An exhibition of military . chargers 
and jumpers from the United States 
Army School of Equitation at Fort 
Riley will be given each day. 

Women Will Ride Jumpers. 

A number of classes of high 
jumpers and cross-country hunters, 
something not seen here for a num- 
ber of years, will be shown and 
among them are several classes for. 
jumpers ridden by women, a thing 
absplutely new to St. Louis. In these 
some of the noted women 
riders of the East like Miss Belle 
Beach of New York, who will ride 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Jumpers 
in the ladies’ classes, Miss M. 
Louise Thompson of Rye, New York, 
who will ride the Fox string of 
jumpers from Philadelphia in events 
for lady riders; Miss Harris of Chi- 
cago and Miss Zion of Indianapolis 
and others who have never appeared 
at a St. Louis show before, will com- 
pete. 

The coaching Marathon will be the 
spectacular feature of the show, be- 
cause it will take place in the open 
streets and conclude by a drive around 
the show ring in the Coliseum. Three 
New Yorkers, with famous coach 
teams, are coming to this event. First 
to enter was Alfred G. Vanderbilt, 
who is bringing his famous gray 
coaching. four and his red, black and 
white coach, which are as well- 
known in Europe as in New York; 
B. F. S. Gregory, whose four recently 
at White Plains did a mile in 3 min- 
utes and 14 seconds and Emil Selig, 
the picture film man, whose coach 
and four traveled the Marathon dis- 
tance of 6 miles in 36 minutes and 31 
seconds, the coach and seven passen- 
gers making a load of over 4000 
pounds. To meet the Easterners, the 
Western entries, so far, are Val 
Crane of Wild Rose Farm, St. Charles, 
Ill., who will drive his great four, 
Lord Rose, Rose Lad, Reade Rose and 
Winter Rose, which made such an 
impression at last year’s horse show, 
and Miss Loula Long of Kansas City. 
Miss Long has not designated her 
four.

Army Riders Will Take Part. | 
The military feature will be af- 
forded by a string of nine horses 
from the Government School of 
Equitation at Fort Riley, Kan. These 
will be handled by officers from dif- 
ferent cavalry and artillery regiments. 
At the head of the string will be the 
great Chiswell, the horse that car- 
ried off the cavalry horse honors of 
the international cavalry horse triala 
at Stockholm, Sweden, two years 
ago, during the Olympic games, 

A bigger local class of harness and 
saddle horses has been entered this year

A bond expert who recently examined 
the contracts made by the Southern 
Traction Co. with its promoters found 
one by which Howe was to be paid 
$3000 cash for his services as attorney 
in alding in procuring the franchise and 
$500.000 additional in bonds of the com- 
pany if the franchise were granted. 
There was also another contract, by 
which the company guaranteed to re- 
deem or resell the bonds given to Howe 
at 90 cents on the dollar. According to 
the bond expert, Howe would have re- 
ceived $275,000 in cash if his bonds had 
ten disposea of according to the terms 
of this agreement with the company.

ABERDEEN, Scotland, via London, 
Oct. 17, 11:2 p. m.—The attack on the 
British cruiser Hawke, which was sunk 
yesterday by a German submarine, came 
as a@ great surprise to those aboard the 
cruiser, according to the survivors who 
have arrived here. 

Nothing was seen to indicate the pres- 
ence of a submarine until after the 
explosion, when the periscope of the 
boat was detected moving away at 
some distance. The Hawke sank in 
five minutes, and hundreds of men, 
some in cork jackets and others hang- 
ing to pieces of wreckage, were Scat- 
tered about tn the water. 

“I was on the forenoon watch,” said 
one of the stokers, “and we were en- 
joying ourselves. Someone was sing- 
ing and the others had joined in the 
chorus when the Hawke was struck. 
The ship vibrated violently and imme- 
diately started to cant over. When 
I reached the deck the captain was 
calling ‘It's everybody for hinmelf.’ 

“I jumped overboard and managed to 
keep afloat, although the water was 
bitterly cold, until picked up by the 
only boat that there was time to launch. 
For a time we rowed around, picking 
up men, but the boat was soon over- 
crowded, and beyond throwing our life- 
belts to the men in the water, we could 
do no more. A Norwegian steamer came 
up and picked up a few men, but for 
the large majority she was too late.”

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The British navy has accounted for four 
more German destroyers, which were engaged and sunk off the 
Dutch coast this afternoon by a British cruiser and four torpedo 
boat destroyers. 

The admiralty announces that the British loss in the engage- 
ment was one officer and four men wounded. The damage to the 
British destroyers was slight. 

The announcements adds: 

‘There are 31 German survivors, prisoners of war.” 

According to an announcement made by the secretary of the 


British admiralty, the British vessels in the action were the light” 
cruiser Undaunted and the torpedo boat destroyers-Lance, Lennon, 
Legion and Loyal. 

The Undaunted was commanded by Captain Cecil H. Fox, who 
commanded the cruiser Amphion, which, after sinking the German 
armed cruiser Koenigin Luise, was itself destroyed by a German 
mine, Aug. 6. 

Thus the British sailors have taken speedy revenge for the’ 
sinking of the British cruiser Hawke by a German submarine 
Thursday. 

The sinking of the four warships today makes six torpedo boat de 
stroyers sent to the bottom by British gun fire since the beginning of 
the war, or seven, counting the torpedo boat destroyer sunk by the sub 
marine E-9. The score in the naval operations, without counting con 
verted merchantmen, such as the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse and the 
Cap Trafalgar, now favors the allies, which have sunk four German 
cruisers and six German torpedo boat destroyers, while there have beeh 
unconfirmed reports of the sinking of several Austrian destroyers in the 
Adriatic Sea. 

The Germans have sunk eight British cruisers and one Russian 
cruiser, while Australia has lost a submarine by accident. The Russians 
also claim to have sunk two German submarines, but this the Germans 
deny. 

Up to this afternoon, Berlin had not heard officially of the sinking of 
the British cruiser Hawke, which seems to indicate that the submarine 
which accomplished it has not returned to port. 

The Admiralty has announced additional survivors of the Hawke, 
consisting of Lieutenant-Commander Rosoman and 20 men, whe were 
saved by a raft. This increases the number of survivors to 7%. The 
complement aboard the Hawke in ordinary times numbered 550, but &¢ 4s 
reported that it was only 400 at the time of the disaster. 

The survivors escaped in a single boat, which they managed to laumeh, 
and being later picked up by a Norwegian steamer, were brought te 
Aberdeen by a steam trawler this morning. Their small boat was se 
overcrowded that nothing could be done to save the men whe were Sent 
ing in the water.

PETROGRAD, via London, Oct. 17. 
—According to Russian information, 
the Germans are making a “demvon- 
strative’” advance near Miawa, north- 
east of Warsaw, which isintended to 
fill the gap between the East Prus- 
sian front and the main front, which 
extends north and south on a line 
across Russian Poland. 

The German army, by oontinuous 
maneuvering under heavy artillery 
fire, and with day and night outpost 
fighting, still is endeavoring to feel 
out possible chances to cross the 
Vistula. 

Refugees from that neighborhood 
say that, until three days ago, all 
German attempts to cross the river 
had been repulsed with heavy losses. 
The Germans found the river too 
wide for pontoons and numbers per- 
ished in attempting to ford it. 

Poles in that region are said by 
refugees to be hampering the Ger- 
man advance by destroying all shel- 
ter and provisions, leaving waste the 
land for the invaders.

Germans Report the Capture of Some 
Russian GubBs, 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—An official an- 
nouncement from the German general 
headquarters, according to a Berlin dis- 
patch to the Reuter’s Telegram Co., re- 
ceived via Amsterdam, says: 

“In the Province of Suwalki the Rus- 
sians yesterday were inactive. A num- 
ber of prisoners were captured near 
Schirwindt and some guns were taken.

German Howitzers Wreak 


Terrible Havoc on French 
BERLIN, Oct. 17.—What the efifect of 
the German field howitzers’ fire can be, 


when directed upon troops in close 
formation is described in the letter of 
a German officer, published in the 
Cologne Gazette, and which reads, in 
part, as follows: 

“On Aug. 22, at 8 p. m., just as we 
were about to go into quarters, a fight 
developed suddenly. Before we knew 
what had happened, we were in the 
thick of it. It was a quick victory. 
The French‘were badly thrashed. That 
night we slept in a ditch along the 
highway with the starry night for a 
blanket. The cold was méan. 

“On the following day matters pro- 
ceeded. The French were retiring on 
the road to Sedan. Following them we 
saw terrible scenes. This was espe- 
cially true of a stretch of straight road 
running through a forest. Here two 
French field artillery regiments had 
been annihilated. The pieces stood in 
the road in marching order; the horses 
—six to each piece—lay dead in the 
traces as tf struck by lightning. Near 
them were scattered the dead officers 
and men. 

‘"There were 28 pieces of artillery, and 
all their crews dead. The thing hap- 
pened in 10 minutes. Capt. Wilhelm is 
responsible for this fine piece of work. 
He surprised the French with his field 
howitzers at a range of 300 meters. The 
Captain was shot in the chest, but he 
could tell us the story. One of the 
French officers, who happened to be a 
short distance away from the artillery, 
and who was wounded, told us that the 
experience was enough to rob anybody 
of his senses. 

“I will never forget the awful picture. 
For two kilometers (a mile and one- 
third) nothing but pleces of artillery, 
corpses and the cadavers of horses.”

“Quarrels of former days are behind 
us. We fully recognize of what vital 
importance is that which unite us. Dr. 
Suedekum, a German Socialist and 
member of the Reichstag, gave the full 


expression of the entire nation, when he! 


wrote: ‘We in Germany, and that means 
all parties, all of our people, are deeply 
impressed by the conclusion that we 
ei must conquer or perish entirely.’

and the labor which faces us in a 


more clear way. But we shall remain 
on top. The God of our forefathers 
is with us, as well as the spirit of 
Schiller and Kant, von Schlelermacher 
and Fichte.

Switzerland, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark—they all know that we have no 
evil thoughts against them. 

‘‘Is it necessary for me to remind you 
of the care with which we have guard- 
ed our relations with the United States, 
or of the American people, for whose 
greatness our Emperor has such a 
thorough understanding? 

“I¢ today there are millions of Ger- 
man soldiers in the field, then they 
are fighting for the cause of future 
peace, for the future and for the free- 
dom of the people. 

Why Nations Fight. 

“For what fights France? For the 
satisfaction of a thirst for revenge 
that can only be satisfied when the 
German sword is resting upon the 
ground; from all of which the good 
Lord and God may protect us. 

‘What is Russia fighting for? For 
pan-Slavish destinies, for Russian gen- 
eral domination, which would be a 
shame. History will tell how the brave 
Gen. von Hindenburg, when he suc- 
cessfully battled against the Russians 
at Tannenberg, became entitled to as 
much honor in the interest of Furo- 
pean civilization as, in the old days, 
did Duke Henry of Liegnitz when he 
marched his treops against the Mongo- 
lians. 

“And England? Former “Minister 
John Burns. who rather resigned than 
to remain longer in politics under Grey, 
has oftentimes exclaimed it: ‘They at- 
tack us from behind, just because they 
were envious ef us because of Our com- 
merce.’ 

“England threw the very much mis- 
led Relgians upon us; it has thrown 
Japan upon our neck—Japan, whose 
German teachings she has to thank for 
so much, and she repays us new by 
attacking our growing Tsingtau, where 
German industry and German organiza- 
tion proved so successful. That was an 
act of treasen against the white race. 

Cannot Forget England. 

“Much water will flow down the G 
man rivers before the Germans 
forget England, whose friendship 
sought by us, and especially by our 
Kaiser, in such an honorable way, and 
with whom we might have been living 
so nicely in peace and friendship. 

"Should the German people be over- 
powered by the Powers who are now 
conspiring against us, so would this 
turn out to be the collapse ef all moral 
world order. 

“But, believe me, we will keep the 
field. We will fight until we secure & 
peace worthy of the sacrifice which our 
people offer with holy earnest.” 


Austria Said to Be Ready 


to Cede Trentino to Italy 
LONDON, Oct. 17.—The Stockholm cor-

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DON'T TREAD ON Us,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Senator Wil- 


liam J. Stone of Missouri, chairman of 


the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, sounded a note of warning to bel- 


ligerent nations today when he said: 


“The Government of the United States 


will maintain its position (of neutrality), 
but it is well for other natfons to know 
that we will not look with indifference 
upon violation of the rights of our own 
Government or our own people.’’ 

This statement was provoked by a let- 
ter read into the record by Senator 
Thomas of Colorado, charging that a 
French war vessel had held up a United 
Fruit Co.’s ship, flying the American 
flag, and imprisoned some of the pas- 
sengers. 

Recurring to the letter, Senator 
said: 

“In the circumstances at this peried, 
we should not forget, none should for- 
get, that belligerents and neutrals have 
certain rights and privileges under in- 
ternational law. These rights and privi- 
leges are very well defined in the Law 
of Nations. Much has been said in re- 
cent weeks about the rights and privi- 
leges of belligerent Powers, and the 
people subject to those Powers, but less 
has been said about the rights and priv- 
ileges of neutral Powers, and the Gov- 
ernment of the United States and the 
people of the United States have yol- 
untarily assumed an attitude of strict 
neutrality during the continuance of the 
war in Europe. That attitude has been 
taken in good faith, and everyone con- 
nected with the administration of this 
Government in any of its departments 
is striving to maintain that attitude. 


Warning to Belligerenta. 

‘We recognize and undertake to con- 
cede and enforce the rights of belliger- 
ent pewers under international law. I 
think that it is an opportune time to say 
that belligerent Powers, if they care for 
the regard and friendship of this re- 
public, should themselves recognize and 
strictly observe the rights and privileges 
of a neutral Power. When we are per- 
forming our duty, delicate and difficult 
as it is, with an eye single to maintain- 
ing our position as a great neutral Pow- 
er, nations invelved in war should be 
very careful to recognize our rights and 
keep faith with us. If they fail to do so, 
then the responsibilities of violating the 
rights of a neutral Government will rest

captain, after having examined the 
Ship’s papers, ordered all the passen- 
gers into the dining room. After some 
ten minutes all were permitted to leave 
the dining room except five young Ger- 
mans who were held imprisoned and 
compelled to each sign a parole in or- 
der to gain their liberty binding them 
not to engage with Germany in this 
war against France. 

“After these young Germans 
each signed in triplicate this parole, 
the French officers and armed soldiers

Conde, which had stood by during this 
search and seizure, The Metapan was 
held for two and a half hours or more. 

“This vessel has recently been trans- 
ferred from a British ship to an Amer- 
ican ship with the other vessels of 
the United Fruit Co. This is her first 
voyage as an American ship. The cap- 
tain and all the officers save the phy- 
sician and third officer are British 
subjects. The captain did not protest, 
so far as I could see or hear. He ad- 
mitted to the American Consul at Bar- 
ranquilla, Mr. Isaac Manning, that he 
did not protest. I witnessed the en- 
tire proceeding, as herein recited.”’ 

American Consul on Board. 

The letter read by Senator Thomas 
added that an American Consul, who 
was on board, had filed a report of the 
incident to the State Department. 

Acting Secretary Lansing said later 
today he had received no report, and, 
knowing nothing of the details of the 
incident, would not pass judgment on it. 

Other department officials do not see 
at present how the case can come of- 
ficially before them unless the mana- 
gers of the steamship line care to make 
it an issue. 


If the German-born passengers who 
signed paroles had refused to do 80, 
and been removed from the ship, un- 
doubtedly an issue would have been 
presented which, in the opinion of 
some of the officials, now seems to be 
lacking. Had the Germans been made 
prisoners by the French it is admit- 
tedly a debatable question as to 
whether’the French commander was 
not entirely within his rights in ma§j- 
ing the arrests. That he had author- 
ity to stop a neutral vessel and search 
for contraband is generally admitted and 
the only point that remains in doubt 
is as to the extension of this authority 
to the subjects of a belligerent power. 

Many times since the outbreak of the 
war British cruisers have exercised 
this right and have arrested and carried 
to English jails a great many German 
reservists found in neutral ships. This 
was particularly true of Dutch, Span- 
ish and Swedish vessels, and if the Gov- 
ernment to which their owners owe al- 
legiance have made any protests the 
fact never has been reported. 

As pointed by the State Depart- 
ment, the war has had a most revolu- 
tionary effect upon the cardinal doc- 
trines of international law: many old 
principles have been abandoned and 
many new ones laid down, particularly 
in regard to contraband and the rights 
and duties of neutrals. When the war 
emis it may be neces®ary to rewrite the 
whole code of international law. While 
these underlying principles are in such 
a transient condition, the officials of the

BRITISH OFFICERS 
ADMIT TheY nAD 
DUMDUM BULLETS 


BERLIN, Sept. 2.—Follewing its 
charges of the use of dumdum bullets 
ir. the French and British armies, th 
German General Staff has issued fac- 
similes of written statements signed by 
W. F. Gordon, Colonel of the Gordon 
Highlanders, and by F. H. Neish, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the same regiment, 
covering the issuance to them and ether 
officers of flat-nosed ammunition for 
their revolvers. 

Both officers, who are now prisoners 
of war at Torgau, Sexony, state that 
they buried the questionable revolver 
ammunition served out to them itn reg- 
ular course, Col. Gordon declaring that 
he did so because he dowbted whether 
its use was permissible. The state- 
ments, which are witnessed by Lieu 
tenant Baron von Lersner, late secre 
tary of the German embassy in Wash- 
ingten and now attached to the Gen- 
eral Staff, and by Lieutenant Baron 
von Berckhelm, follew, and are accorm- 
panted by a photograph of two flattened 
bullets, evidently for use in a revolver. 


THMd Not Carry Revolver. 

“Tt was issued at Plymouth with re- 
volver ammunition. It was flat-nosed. 
As IT was In dovbt about it being cor- 
rect ammunition and being unable to 
obtain any definite tnformation from 
superior authority concerning the mat- 
ter, I put my revolver ammunition in 
the ground feur days before Mons (234 
day of August) engagement, which was 
the first time I met the German army. 
At the same time I placed my revolver 
in my heavy baggage and never carried 
it again. 

“The revolver ammunition was of the 
same pattern as issued to me and the 
other officers of the Gordon Highland- 
ers in June last to fire their annual 
revolver course. 

“W. E. GORDON, Colonel, 
“Gordon Highlanders, 
“A D. C. to the King.” 


“As regards revolver ammunition, the 
bullet as issued was a flat-nosed one. 
The first time I had ever seen this bul- 
let was during this summer at annual 
practice. 

“I make above statement in writing 
at the request of Baron von Lérener.

verbal questions he asked me. 

“When I was taken prisoner at Ber 
tray at 3a. m. on Aug. 77, I had in my 
pessession only three peinted revolver 
I had borrowed these from « 
brother officer.

NW the war which is now raging in

war and the reasons that induced the 
Government to declare its neutrality. 
The incitements to take part in the con- 
flict against the Teutonic empire, which 
had been made to us ever since the war 
Began, were coldly received 

“We will wale and see what hap- 
pens,” was the thought of all. Now, 
at the end of September, the situation 
has entirely changed, and, which is more 
serious, it has become strange and dif- 
ficult. The situation has changed be- 
cause we are beginning to see what is 
happening. In September we have seen 
the French army successfully resist the 
German invasion and the Austrian army 
receive severe, if not decisive, defeats 
from the Russians and the Serbs. These 
events have mage a keen impression 
upon the Italian public, but in two ways. 
On the one side they have increased 
everybody's faith in the desired victory 
of the coalition; which, during the latter 
half of Augué&t, had wavered a little; 
but at the same time they have embit- 
tered their hope with the fear that this 
victory may be even too great, at least 
over Austria. 


Mutilation of Austria. 


‘ ” What will happen if the Servians and 


Montenegrins in the South and the Rus- 
@ians in the North all continue victo- 
riously the invasion of the Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire? This empire will cer- 
tainly be mutilated, to the profit of Ser- 
via, and a powerful Slavic state will 
arise on the shores of the Adriatic. 
Who does not see what a political and 
catastrophe it would be for 
Italy, if Austria were to be dismem- 
bered for the sole benefit of the Slavs, 
without us, on our side, taking the Ital- 
fan provinces that for so many years 
have groaned under the Austrian yoke. 

Hence a disquietude and agitation that 
for three weeks has gone on increas- 
ing throughout the country. 

Can the neutrality that two months

Government Perplexed. 

It is not difficult to realize that among 
the arguments advanced by the war 
party on the one hand and by the neu- 
trality party on the other, there are 
serious and grave reasons on both sides.

This, nat- 
urally, is up to the Government, which 
thus finds itself at a terrible cross 
roads. 

The Italian Government understands 
that if the end of the war should come 
with a cutting up of Austria, without 
Italy having done its part and con- 
quered the position that awaits it in the 
Adriatic, the nation would never pardon 
the delusion. 

Probably the dynasty itself would rup 
great danger of teing overturned by 
popular wrath. 

But on the other hand, it feels itself 
bound by its treaty of alliance, and it 
cannot enter the field before conclud- 
ing a treaty of alliance with the coali- 
tion, so as to secure the help of En- 
giand, France and Russia. Who can- 
not see what a very difficult under- 
taking it would be for a Power allied 
with Austria to negotiate in a few weeks 
a secure alliance with Austria’s enemies 
and go to war with her, without being 
accused of treachery? 

Paradoxical Situation. 

How difficult at once to save the 
country’s honor, to defend its interests 
and not to expose it to mortal risks in 
such a paradoxical] situation. 

Perhaps the Italian Government made 
a mistake in not denouncing the treaty 
of the Triple Alliance as soon as the 
war broke out. By declaring war on 
Servia, Austria violated: the treaty in 
one of its essentials. By violating the 
neutrality of Luxemburg, Germany com- 
mitted an outrage against Italy, which 
was a guarantor of that neutrality. Thus 
Italy would have had a double reason 
for denouncing the treaties and today 
her hands would be free. She could 
pursue the policy that seemed most con- 
venient to her. It is certainly easier to 
perceive this mistake now, after the 
capture of Lemberg, that it was to 
avoid it at the beginning of August. 
1 am pointing it out, not to blame ths 
Government, but to clarify the situation 
-as a historian, net as a politician. 


We certainly find ourselves in one of 
the strangest and thost paradoxical of 
situations, with our interest and our 
ideals in conflict with our pledges, in a 
tragic struggle between national senti- 
ment and the sentiment of honor.

Pyare 


His Battle Above Paris 


Aviator Says Two French Machines Attacked 
Him and One Fell— His Own Car Hit by 
a Shell and He Lands in Treetops. 


By EDWIN EMERSON, 


Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch and New York World 
With the German Army. 


GERMAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS, 
Sept. 13.—The following letter is from a 
German aviator who flew over Paris: 

“God be thanked! After a veritable 
Odyssey I have succeeded in reaching 
my section again. It is true, my peri- 
grinations were not very surprising, for 
my troops had advanced about sixty-five 
kilometers in a southerly direction dur- 
ing my absence. 

“All the more joyfully I was greeted 
on all sides, for I had been given up 
as lost after an absence of four days, 
and I myself was surprised, while mak- 
ing my report to the Captain, that 
‘Master Death’ had allowed me thus to 
skip through his bony fingers. 

“On Sept. 6, in the forenoon, I start- 
ed to fly at Dinant, with the mission 
of spying out the enemy’s position at 
Syrise and Falange and to make 
sketches of the enemy wherever ob- 
served. 

“First Liutenant Keller came along as 
o guest, and my good biplane soon bore 
us, at a height of about 800 meters, over 
the enemy’s positions, which were re- 
peatedly sketched and photographed 
from above by us. 

“As we had expected, we soon became 
the object of a lively fire, and several 
times I noticed a well-known trembling 
in the apparatus—a sign that a pro- 
jectile had hit one of the bearing planes. 

“After a flight of three hours we 
were enabled to give the results of our 
investigations to our general staff. We 
got not only praise, but what was bet- 
ter, half a roasted chicken and a first- 
class Havana cigar for each of us. 

‘While I was preparing my machine 
for flight again that afternoon with 
the aid of several chauffeurs of the 
automobiles of the general staff—that 
is to say, supplying it with benzine 
and patching the marks of the bullets 
with care and canvas (I counted four 
ef these, one in the body and three in 
the bearing planes)—a Bavarian Major 
on. the staff told me that he would 
like to observe the retreat of the En- 
glish along the great high road to 
Metz. I prepared the machine for this 
and started about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon with the Major. 

“Following the road it soon appeared 
that the retreat of the English was 
planliess and disorderly, but then it was 
apparently of importance to the troops 
to reach the fortified positions in the 
neighborhood of Paris as soon as pos- 
sible and seek cover there. 


Floating Over French Capital. 
‘In the neighborhood of Paris! My 


companion screamed something to me 
and, although the motor drowned the 
sound, yet I felt that I had understood 
what he meant. I looked at the ben. 
zine gauge and saw that I had suffi- 
cient motive power. I then steered due 
south, and after about half an hour we 
discerned in front of us in the gray 
distance, far, far below us, the gray 
and immeasurably stony sea of the 
French capital. 

“At a speed of 100 kilometers an hour 
we were rushing toward it. Clearer 
and clearer it became, the chain of 
forts, St. Denis, Montmarte, the fili- 
gree skeleton of the Eiffel tower. And 
now—now we were already floating 
over the precincts of Paris itself. 

“Paris! The Major pointed with his 
f!Ingera downward, then he turns round 
slowly to me, arises from his seat and 
hurrahs aloud. I saw this, although 
the motor, with its never-ceasing song, 
smothered the sound. 

“And I, I nearly lost my mind for 
joy and made the maddest gambols in 
the air with my faithful biplane. 

“There was the white church of the 
Sacre-Coeur, then the Gare du Nord, 
from which the French wanted to start 
for the Rhine. There was Notre Dame, 
the old ‘Boul Mich,’ the Boulevard St. 
Michel in the Latin Quarter, upon which 
I had often strolled when a student 
and over which was now flying, a vic- 
tor. 


Soars Over Ocean of Houses. 
‘The heart of the enemy, the proud, 


shining Babylon of the Seine, lay help- 
lessly below me. Everything ugly which 
is always connected with a great city 
had disappeared, and only an impres- 
sion of the sublime and powerful re- 
mained. We felt ourselves doubly hap- 
py, doubly victors. 

“TI soared over the ocean of houses in 
great circles. In the streets there was 
an excited crowd, watching the insolent 
‘German bird’ and unable to understand 
how the Germans could employ the 
French invention more skillfully and 
more sdvantageously than the French 
themselves. For nearly an hour we had 
flown our circles and had been unsuc- 
cessfully fired upon from below, when 
e French monoplane approached from 
Juvisy with the greatest speed. As it 
was much speedier than my biplane, I 
was obliged to turn and endeavor to 
escape, while the Major prepared my 
carbine and grasped his pistol. 

‘The monoplane came nearer and 
nearer. I tried to rise to 2000 metres, 
to reach the protecting clouds, but my 
pursuer, whom we watched continu- 
ously, rose quicker than we, and came 
nearer and nearer. Suddenly I noticed, 
only 800 metres away in front of us, a 
second monoplane, which was trying 
to cut us off. Now it became neces- 
sary to act. 

‘In a moment my companion had 
taken In the situation. I rushed toward 
the flyer in front of us, then turned, 
and the major raised hia carbine, fir- 
ing once, twice, three times. At the 
same moment the hostile machine, 
which was now alongside and scarcely 
100 metres away, rushed upward a lit- 
tle and then fell downward like a 
stone. 

“In the meantime our other oppo- 
nent had arrived nearly over us and 
was firing upon us with pistols. A 
bullet struck close to the gas cock in 
the body of my biplane, but just then, 
luckily, a dense fog surrounded us 
protectingly and the ciouds made us 
invisible to the enemy, whoge motor | 


Dead Lie 3 Weeks 
on Field; Buried 
by Paris Firemen 
PARIS, Oct. 17. 

LARGE number of Paris 
A firemen, equipped with a 
sort of oxygen helmet, 
have arrived in the region of 
Roye to bury the German dead 
on the battlefield, where they 
have been lying for three weeks. 
The firemen brought a large 
supply of disinfectants with 
them in order to lessen the 
danger of contracting disease 
in handling the bodies. On the 
battlefield it is said there are 
between 4000 and 5000 bodies. 


was heard farther and farther away. 
“When we emerged again from the 
clouds it was about 7 o’clock. To dis- 
cover our position we descended, but 
suddenly, before us, behind us and be- 
side us the whitish gray, ragged 
smoke clouds of bursting shrapnels 
appeared. I was still flying over his- 
tile positions and was exposed to the 
fire of French artillery. 


“The firing became more and more 
severe. I noticed that my machine was 
hit again and again, but I kept coolly 
to my course, and it did not even 
occur to me that these sharp pieces of 
steel meant death and destruction. 
There is something in man which re- 
mains untouched by knowledgé or 
logic. 

Shell Smashes Propeller. 

“There, all at once, in front of me, a 
whitish, yellowish flame; the machine 
gives a lurch; at the same moment the 
Major collapses, blood running from 
his shoulder. The wired couplings of 
one of the bearing-planes are severed; 
the motor rattles and thunders as be- 
fore, it is true, but the propeller is 
missing. An exploding shell had 
smashed our propeller, torn one of the 
bearing-planes and shattered the Ma- 
jor’s shoulder. 

“By using all the force I was ious 
of, I succeeded in starting for a glide 
and in gulding the biplane upon the 
branches of a forest. Branches and 
tops of trees split and crash, I am 
thrown heavily against the body of the 
machine, and know nothing more of 
what is going on around me. 

“When I regain consciousness I find 
myself lying beside Major G. on the 
ground of the forest in the middle of a 
group of German landwehr soldiers. 

“German sentries had recognized me 
as a friend and had entered the forest 
in small numbers only to save me. The 
Major had been severely wounded and 
had to be transported to the nearest 
field hospital, but I had only wrenched 
my leg, so I remained with the sentries 
after etc Bh te a first-aid bandage.’’

Fear Bulgaria Would Start An- 
other Balkan Conflict Pre- 
vents Independent Action.

BUCHAREST, Oct. 17.—Public opin- 
ion in Rumania no longer is content 
with an attitude of neutrality. There 
is a universal desire to take part in 
the war on the side of Russia, in or- 
der to effect the deliverance of nearly 
a million Rumanians inhabiting Tran- 
sylvania, Bukowina and adjacent dis- 
tricts. 


There is not the slightest doubt 
this national sentiment will prevail 
with the Government, and, should 
Italy abandon her present attitude 
and range herself on the side of the 
Triple Entente, Rumania would at 
once make common cause. 

It is even possible that Rumania 
would not wait for Italy’s decision, if 
she were assured Bulgaria would not 
seize the opportunity to provoke a 
third Balkan war and thus divide the 
energies of Rumania.

Howe was empleyed by the promoters 
of the Southern Traction Co. as general 
attorney. He was active in his work 
among the members of both houses, and 
was. successful in getting the franchise 
passed. 

There was an immediate public outcry 
against the franchise, especially as work 
on the free bridge scarcely had been 
started. Each time a bond issue was 
submitted to provide the $2,750,000 need- 
ed for the completion of the bridge there 
was a strong opposition, and many or- 
ganizations went on record to oppose all 
bond issues as long as the franchise re- 
mained in force. The opposition was 
strong enough to defeat the bond issues 
when submitted at three separate elec- 
tions. 

Grant Halted Bonds. 

Recently the ‘Citizens’ Free Bridge 
Committee, comprised of the representa- 
tives of 118 civic, ‘business, district and 
political organizations, passed resolu- 
tions calling upon the Municipal: Assem- 
bly to repeal the Southern § Traction 
grant.. This action. was taken after the 
committee had convinced itself that the 
principal objection to the proposed bond 
issue was based upon this franchise, 
and that the bridge bond issue would 
again fail unless the franchise was re- 
pealed. '

It made a 
contract with the Lorimer-Gallagher 
Co. of Chicago to construct the inter- 
urban railroad from Hast St. Louis to 
points in Southern Illinois, the work 
to be done by sections. As each sec- 
tion of the road was completed, the 
company expected to dispose of suffi- 
client of its bonds“in England and oth- 
er Buropean markets to pay for the 
construction work. 

When the road between St. Louis 
and Belleville was completed the com- 
pany made an effort to dispose of its 
bonds and failed. It went into the 
hands of receivers and the section of 
road that has been constructed is use- 
less because the bridge has not been 
completed. William Lorimer of Chi 
cago, who was involved in the Illinois 
Senatorial scandal and was thrown 
out of the United States Senate, was 
the principal owner of the Lorimer- 
Gallagher Co. A chain of banks in 
which he was interested recently 
failed, the failure being largely due, it 
is said, to money advanced for the 
purpose of constructing the Southern 
Traction railroad. Lorimer, a few days 
ago, was indicted tn connection with 
the bank failures. 9 

Bonds Sold tn Europe. 

Some of the bonds—about $750,000 
worth—were.sold in Europe at a price 
ranging between 80 and 90. 

The ultimate value of the bonds de- 
pends upon the development of the. 
company. The repeal of the franchise 
would affect only the immediate value, 
for, as has been repeatedly pointed out, 
the Southern Traction or any other bona 
fide transportation company will al- 
ways be free to use the bridge and to 
enter the city on fair terms, under mu- 
nicipal regulation. 

A few weeks before Howe resigned as 
chairman of the Republican City Com- 
mittee in the spring of 1909 he exhibited 
his bank book to reporters to prove his 
Statement that he was a poor man—in 
fact that he had overdrawn his account. 
He asserted that he had never made any 
money out of his connection with poli- 
tics and had never used his influence 
with politicians he had placed in office 
to make money. 

William E. Trautman of East St. 
Louis, one of the receivers for the 
Southern Traction Co., said last night 
that the bonds owned by Howe are now 
held by the receiver: for the LaSalle 
Street Bank of Chicago—the Lorimer 
bank which recently failed. 

Trautman said that the Lorimer & 
Gallagher Construction Co. took the 
first bond Issue of the company, $1,500,- 
000, at 60 cents on the dollar to pay for 
construction work on the road. Of 
these bonds, at least $1,000,000 are now 
held by the receiver for the Lorimer 
bank, Trautman said. 

“The construction company in which 
Lorimer was interested pledged the 
bonds to the Lorimer bank as collateral 
security for loans,” Trautman said, “I 
presume the bank advanced the money 
to the construction company, as it need- 
ed it In the construction of the road, 
and accepted the bonds as security. 

Bonds Bank Security. 

“It was probably through some ar- 

rangement between Howe and the Lori- 


mer-Gallagher company that his bonds 


found their way into this bank as col- 
lateral] security. I do not know how 
many bonds Howe owns, nor Low he 
got them, as that was a matter between 
him and the Lorimer-Gallagher com- 
pany. 

“Fred Essen owns some of the bonds 
of the company, but not many: He is, 
however, a large. creditor of the com- 
pany. He has advanced, from time to 
time, considerable money. 

“T am mysélf a big creditor of the 
company. I have advanced much 
money for various purposes. I paid its 
bills when it was unable to pay them 
itself, 

“I might as well say now that so 
far as the recetvers of the Southern 
Traction Co. are concerned, they have 
abandoned the fight to save the fran- 
chise. We know it ts useless to make 
any further fight. We are beaten and 
we know ft. 

“The House of Delegates has always 
been against us. The Council until Fri- 
day has refused to pass the repeal bills 
adopted by the House. Now that the 
Council has passed the repeal bill we 
Know that it would be useless to con- 
tinue the fight. 

Threatens Legal Fight. 

“We would not now consent to meet 
any committee of the House of Dele- 
gates to confer with it qn the repeal 
bill, 

“We shall, of course, take the fight to 
the courts te test the right of the city 
to repeal the franchise.” 

Trautman said that the Southern 
Traction Co. had intended to sell a sec- 
ond bond issue of $5,000,000 to European 
financiers. These bonds were to be used 
to take up the original issue of $1,500,000 
and to furnish money for the comple- 
tion of the roa 

Buropean syndicates took options on 
the Bonds to be delivered within six 
months after the completion of the 
road, Trautman said. As the traction 
company is in the hands of receivers, it 
would be impossible to dispose of the 
bonds to the FPuropean syndicates, he 
said. Some of the bonds—a small 
amount, Trautman said—were sold in 
Burope at a price between 8 and W. 
There never was any fixed market price 
for the bonds, he said. He. did not 
know what the bonds were worth at the 
present time, but did not think, in view. 
of the existing conitions, that they had 
much market value, 

The Council, Friday, passed the 
Southern Traction franchise repeal bill 
by a vote of Il to 2 In response to 
a wide demand that this grant must 
be annulled before the people of the 
city again vote on the bond issue to 
complete the bridge. The bill has been

Mayor Kiel and President

the bridge bonds are now falling in line 
with indorsements of the bond issue to 
be voted on Nov. 6 Mayor Kiel re-

the bonds by resolution Friday night, 
after learning of the Council's action.

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HARRIMAN AFTER 
DOCTORS GIVE UP 


Daughter Induces Mother to Let 
Man Try and Millionaire 
Is Improving. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—J. Borden Har- 
riman, once a millionaire, and the hus- 
band of the better known woman soci- 
ologist, was thought to be dying a 
week ago of some stomach trouble. 
He had visited various cures in Europe 
and had the benefit of the best experts 


in New York. They announced his con- 
dition hopeless and the New York news- 
papers reported he would not live 
through the day. : 

More than a dozen persons with cure- 
all remedies went to his Mount Kisco 
home and were turned away. One old 
fellow with the markings of a weather 
beaten sea-rover was the last to arrive. 
A servant dismissed him, but he begged 
hard to see Mrs. Harriman. When she 
came to the door he blurted out: “You 
know me, though you have not seen me 
for 30 years.

Mrs. Harriman did not know whether 
she had a crank on her hands, but he 
gave so many details of her father’s 
yacht and the days spent on it that she 
almost became convinced that she rec- 
ognized the old man.

Miss Ethel Harriman, the 16-year-old 
daughter, grabbing at any straw, de- 
manded that he be permitted to enter 
the sick room, despite family nurses and 
doctors.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 17.—In- 
surance Commissioner Chas. G. Revelle 
announced today that an examination 
of the records in his office disclosed 
that the big life insurance companies 
with headquarters in eastern states are 
curtailing, if not entirely discontinuing, 
their loans on farm and city property 
in central and western states. 

Revelle said as soon as he could 
formulate a plan of action he would 
take steps to compel the insurance com- 
panies to handle Missouri loans with 
a fair proportion of the funds collected 
from the State in premiums. 

“During the year 1913 the people of 
this State paid to stock and mutual 
life insurance companies the sum of 
$21,697,929.19 in premiums, and of this 
amount only $1,641,835.09 was collected 
by Misouri insurance companies. If the 
equitable portion of the reserve on these 
premiums were invested in Missouri it 
would materially aid industrial and 
financial conditions. While I do not 
advocate a statute requiring this or 
fixing the proportion which such com- 
panies shall invest in Misouri, yet I 
believe that such companies should vol- 
untarily invest, and it is my intention 
to use adequate means to bring this 
about.

Crop Only About 3,741,- 
018,000 Bushels. 


U. S. MAKES A RECORD 


Short Yield in Russia, Hungary 
and the Balkan States Is 
Indicated. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The world 
wheat crop this year probably will 
be less than in 1913 and 1912, al- 
though the United States has had a 
Fecord harvest. Statistics announced 


_ today by the Department of Agricul- 


ture indicate the crop of all nations 
aggregate approximately 3,741,018,000 


bushels, against 4,125,310,000 bushels 
in 1913, and 3,791,875,000 in 1912. 

“In Evurrope conditions in most coun- 
tries have been favorable for only 
moderate yields,” the department an- 
nounced. “It is practically certain 
that the present shortage of the Eu- 
ropean yield will be magnified by the 
complete returns. Harvests were 
pretty well over before or soon after 
hostilities began and the grain is in 
generally good condition except in 
territory actually occupied by the 
contending armies.” 

Great Britain, according to agri- 
cultural officials, report a crop sev- 
eral million bushels larger than any 
previous one. In France the official 
estimate of production has not ap- 
peared but is believed the quantity 
Italy 
indicates a short yield and Spain an 
increase over last year. 

Short Yield in Hungary. 

From Germany and Austria no Inti- 
mation of the grain harvest is avail- 
able, but in Hungary a deficiency is 
indicated. Reports from Roumania 
and the Balkan states suggest short 
yields and official cables place thie 
harvests in 73 governments of Euro- 
pean and Asiatic Russia 183,000,000 
bushels below the extraordinarily 
large crop there last year. 

Great Britain, Italy, Spain, Hungary 
and Russia, normally producing more 
than two-thirds of the European wheat, 
show this year 237,900,000 bushels less 
than last year, but 34,000,000 bushels 
more than 1912. Great Britain’s total

year. Decrease in production in other 
European countries probably will make 
their aggregate approximately 700,000,000 
bushels. 

The five principal non-European wheat 
producting countries—the United States, 
Canada, Argentina, British India and 
Australia—which grow all the wheat 
produced outside of Europe, excepting 
an annual total of from two to three 
hundred million bushels, officially re- 
port 1,586,606,000 bushels, or 60,000,000 
bushels less than last year, but 20,000,000 
more than 1912. 

Shortage in Canada, 

‘The decrease was due wholly to 
shortage in Canada, Argentina and 
their aggregate output 
being 200,000,000 bushels less than last 
year. The combined output of the 
United States and Australia exceeded 
last year by 140,000,000 bushels. 

‘Of the 892,000,000 bushels record crop 
harvested in the United States, 625,000,- 
000 bushels, it is estimated, will be re- 
quired for food in this country and 
77,000,000 bushels for seeding. This will 
leave 290,000,000 bushels available for ex- 
portation.

markets closed the week, day, re- 
flected a world-wide fina‘icial feeling. 
It has become increasingly difficult, 
however, to determine how much of the 
hesitating attitude is caused by vicis- 
situdes of the European campaign it- 
self, and how much is an inevitable se- 
quel to the break-down of international 
credit relations which accompanied the 
outbreak of the war. 

“Londo dispatches, public and pri- 
vate, report an anxious suspense over 
the operations in Northern France; yet 
the London financial situation is re- 
ported as improving. In the matter of 
dealing with the fundamental difftcul- 
ties of the hour, the same thing may 
certainly be said of the United States. 

“At all events, when one compares 
the complete bewilderment and conster- 
nation of six or eight weeks ago with 
the orderly progress which is now, 
though only gradually, being made to 
solve the more pressing problems, it 
must be clear that the situation is dis- 
tinctly and positively improved. 

“On all occasions of this sort there 
are four distinct stages through which, 
successively, a business community must 
pass. The first includes the brief series 
of outright panic days; the second, the 
sudden application of high and unusual 
emergency expedients; the third, a re- 
lapse into despondent gloom because 
those relief expedients did not bring 
back the pre-existing favorable condi- 
tions. 

“That is the stage which the commun- 
ity in general occupies today. But from 
that position of despondency, markets 
are bound invariably to pass, with 


require, into the fourth stage of such 
an episode, in which the whole com- 
munity sets manfully at work to build 
up what had been pulled down. That 
is always the preparatory period for 
the new forward movement.” 


“The bank statement of today fixed 
an unquestionable landmark in the 
financial history of this season’s ‘war 
finance’ by rar se the surplus of 
reserves Over the 25 per cent legal 
minimum ratio to deposits. This was 
accomplished, not only by a $6,000,- 
000 gain in cash reserves, but by a 
further $6,800,000 loan reduction— 
again largely a consequence of the re- 
adjustment of Stock Exchange in- 
debtedness inctirred before the war. 

“With the banks the deficit existed 
during the 10 weeks from Aug. 8 to 
Oct. 10 inclusive; it once (on Aug. 22) 
rose as high as $36,900,000. 

“After the panic of 1907, the sur- 
plus was not restored until Jan. 11 
of the ensuing year. Including with 
the banks all the other clearing house 
institutions, a deficit slightly under 
$1,000,000 still remains.” 

Foreign Exchange Active. 

“There was continued buying of ex- 
change today, and it was evident that 
much of the demand had to do with 
providing remittances for the large en- 
gagements which have to be cared for 
at London during the next fortnight 
Besides the payments accruing abroad 
against our corporations, there are 
inany obligations of firms or individuals 
which will have to be settled for at the 
expiration of the moratorium in Lon- 
don, 18 days from now. 

“A good portion of the exchange 
which has been bought within the last 
few days, has been required in con- 
nection with such transactions. The 
exchanges required to meet with the 
maturities of New York City obliga- 
tions at London were, however, the 
chief reason for the sharp rise in ex- 
change this week. 

“Offerings Of exchange by the gold 
pool may be enlarged, now that _in- 
terior banks are sending along their 
contributions to the fund. Thus far, 
the banks of this city have assumed 
virtually all the burden involved in mak- 
ing the shipments of gold to Ottawa. 

‘It has not been announced what por- 
tion of the $10,000,000 gold sent to Can- 
ada by the pool has been drawn against; 
but now that the fund is to be increased, 
there is a chance that the operations 
of the gold fund committee in the for- 
eign exchange market may become 
much more influential than they have 
been. The indications are that, after 
the heavy remittances of the next two 
weeks have been arranged for, there 
will be an earlier tone to the foregn ex- 
change market. 

‘The banks have made a general re- 
duction in call money rates, although 
there are still a considerable volume of 
loans which pay the 8 per cent rate 
exacted by the banks in cases where 
the borrowers were not their regular 
customers. 

Money Market Is Easter. 

“But the action by some banks this 
week, in reducing the rate for such 
loans to 7 per cent and the willing- 


ness of others to lend at 6 per cent, 

eases where especially high-grade 
| teral was offered, reflected the 
enh easter tendencies which now 
prévail in the money market. 

‘These have been brought about 
largely by the return flow of money 
to this market, and by the action of 
various borrowers upon Stock Ex- 
change collateral, in voluntarily pay- 
ing off the loans which a few weeks 
ago they were unabe!l to liquidate. 

“In this way the Wall street loan 
account has been materially reduced, 
and the banks are no longer embar- 
raesed by having as large a portion 
of their loanable funds tied up in such 
traneactions as they had a month ago. 

“New York bankers unhesitatingly 
express the belief that the proposal 
to raise another fund among § the 
banks to wert 4 out the cotton growers 
of the South will through suc- 
cessfully, and that the relief will be 
granted on the basis of terms ap- 
proved by the Federal Reserve Board.

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The tenseness with 
which the markets watch the course of 
the conflict on the Belgian border in- 
creases. That the effects of any de- 
cisive issue to this campaign would 
be of incalculable importance to the 
worlds’ finance, as well as to its poli- 
tical future, nobody doubts. 

Yet, for the moment, financial condi- 
tions here are developing satisfactorily. 
Trade improves, and the Bank of En- 
gland’s position grows stronger every 
week. Including yesterday's arrivals, 
its stock of gold is now over £60,000,000 
sterling, whereas £49,100,000 sterling was 
the maximum of its history until this 
war. Probably it will go much ee, 
Put the discount market for long dated 
bills, based on future operations, is 
obscure. 

Exchange Market Watched. 

The sharp advance in your foreign 
exchange rates is connected largely 
with the impending expiration of our 
moratorium onkexchange bills, which 
affects the endorsers on your side as 
well as the acceptors on ours. As to 
the confused cotton position, the views 
of your sober critics command approval, 
and it is hoped that measures taken in 
concert with our own representatives 
will proceed on friendly, but strictly 
sound business principles. 

It is fully believed that the mora- 
torium in this market will close on Nov. 
4. with no serious financial disturbance, 
though this expectation must, of course, 
always assume no dramatically unfav- 
orable war developments. The Gov- 
ernment’s official scheme for protect- 
ing, after the moratorium, exporters of 
goods and Stock Exchange transactions 
involved -in the war blockade, is ex- 
pected next week. 

The bank returns show progress in 
repayment of borrowing by the mar- 
kets, while the active note circulation, 
and even the new currency notes, are 
now covered pound for pouna in gold. 

The Government will probably soon 
begin placing its borrowing for war on 
a somewhat different basis. But the 
market can easily lend it many mil- 
lions more, without resorting to a pub- 
lic loan. 

London officers of three leading Ger- 
man banks, have just declared 20 shil- 
lings in the pound, on liabilities here.

‘The banks were ready to renew the

HOPE FOR RELICF 
IN POUL SCHEME 


$150,000,000, at Present Re- 
ported Price, Would Take 
Care of Six Million Bales. 


The most important development in 
the cotton market is the growing proba- 
bility that the $150,000,0W pool for the re- 
lief of the cotton grower will goon be u# 
reality. In a statement made by Messrs. 
Wade and Simmons it is announced 
that the management of the pool has 
been turned over to the Federal Re- 
serve Board, and that New York inter- 
ests have subscribed $50,000,000 to the 
fund, provided the rest of the country 
make up the remaining $100,000,000. 

The action of the promoters in asking 
the Reserve Board to manage the s- 
tribution of the loans, and in placing 
the interest rate at 6 per cent, and in 
making maturities one year, with 4 
privilege of renewal for two terms of 
six months, sets aside any idea of sel- 
fishness on the part of these men. ini- 
tiative and courage in business is gener- 
ally rewarded directly. In this instance 
the two qualities seek no material re- 
ward, other than the moderate return 
that may be received by anyone who 
has money to loan at 6 per cent. 

The importance of such a fund can- 
not be overestimated. Just now it is re- 
ported that cotton is being sold for as 
low as 5 cents a pound, and Senator 
Hoke Smith has urged quick action on 
the amendment for the loan of $250,- 
000,000 by the Government to producers 
and merchants who hold cotton. With 
cotton at 5 cents per pound, $150,000,00v 
will care for 6,000,000 bales of cotton. 

There has been a !targe holding move- 
ment all over the South. Dissatisfac- 
tion over prices, inability to get bids, 
hdpe of relief, a hope in which the farm- 
er, the merchant, the local banker, all 
have joined, are the causes. Such relief 
is the $150.000,000 pool. The consumma- 
tion of this work will largely fix the 
minimum price of cotton. None of the 
cotton pledged as collateral for loans 
will find the market until prices exceed 
by a comfortable margin the amount 
loaned. 

In the meantime the steadying of 
prices will enable manufacturers to find 
a basis price for the raw material on 
which to found prices for the finished 
product. In the export trade the best 
business that is being done is entirely 
new to the trade and the secrecy with 
which the orders are placed makes uni- 
formity impossible. 

The Census Bu@au’s: report- -of- the 
consumption of cotton by domestic mills 
in August and September shows a fall- 
ing off of more than 75,000 bales as com- 
pared with the same period last year. 
The greatest part of this falling off 
was in August, the consumption in Sep- 
tember being upwards of 80,000 bales 
more than during the month of August. 
Exports of cotton are very light, more 
than a million bales less than at the 
same time last year. 

The pieking of the crop has apparently 
not been interrupted by the decline in 
prices. Bad weather has stopped it in 
places. Georgia, particularly, has been 
getting a great quantity of rain. The 
cotton crop as a rule has made good 
progress; in some sections the top crop 
is reported to be lost, but as a whole 
there is little complaint of condition. 
Killing frost occurred in Oklahoma and 
o. heavy frost was reported at Ballinger, 
Tex., Oct. 15, but under present market 
depression little attention is paid to 
frost. 

Prices for spot cotton are irregular. 
Scattered reports of sales in the coun- 
try indicate prices ranging up and down 
around 6 cents for upland cotton. The 
demand in Texas is apparently some- 
what better than in other’ sections, 
Houston reporting good sales daily. Cot- 
ton bought for export is shipped out 
quickly, and there is little business done 
for forward shipment. Cotton for do- 
mestic mills is being bought for ship- 
ment over a period covering several 
months, but business is not easy to ef- 
fect as American mills are inclined to 
be independent when foreign competitors 
are out of the market.

The past week proved the heaviest of 


the year in point of receipts, approxi- 
‘mately 40.000 head coming in’ during the 
j week. While a good portion of them 
| were quarantines, yet the native supply 
| was the largest of the year. 
| were in generous supply, but quality was 
not very good, the majority being of 
medium and common grades. The week's 
market was not satisfactory to the sell- 
ers. Supply proved burdensome and al) 
classes of beeves sold lower, even strict- 
ly good kinds. Some 1400-pound beeves, 
j at 10.75, were top for the week, and the 
same class of cattle sold for $10.85 the 
previous week. Declines of anywhere 
from 10@25c developed on medium to 
choice steers, and common steers were 
2@35c off in most instances. 

The week’s trade in butcher stuff had 
many of the characteristics which have 
been evident for the past few weeks. 
Supply was heavy, but had it carried 
more quality, there might possibly have 
been a different sort of market. Strictly 
good heifers were wanted. The few of- 
fered sold steady. Medium and common 
classes, however, were hammered hard 
and declined from the outset of the 
week until they were 2@35ic lower. Me- 
cium to good cows also were around 
a flat quarter lower for the week, with 
a liberal supply on_ sale. Canners 
showed very little change, tacking along 
in an even channel practically all week. 
Bulls were 10@lic lower generally. Veal- 
ers opened steady, but later in the week 
declined a quarter and closed with this 
loss standing for the week. The late 
top On vealers was $10.75. 

Stocker Demand Narrow,

country, this contingent offering very 
little support. It was a difficult task 
to move stockers and feeders at conces- 
sions of 25@35c. Stock cows and heif- 
ers were in relatively the same position 
as were steers, and practically the same 
decline was evident on them. 

Receipts in the quarantine division 
were also liberal in volume, and came 
mostly from Southeastern territory, 
Texas and Oklahoma being represented 
by a very small showing of steers. There 
was just a small supply of steers on 
sale at all times. While the market 
was satisfactory early in the period, to- 
ward the close prices were on a dime 
lower basis, much of the decline being 
because order buyers did not support 
the market late in the week. Canners 
and she-stuff held steady during the 
early part of the week, but closed 10@ 
15c lower. . Yearlings and heretics were 
25@35c lower. 

Hog Market Hammered Down, 

A liberal supply of hogs was received. 
Prices were on the decline most of the 
time, and reached the lowest basis of 
the year. All grades suffered but the 
mixed, pigs and lights suffered more 
than the good, smooth hogs of medium 
and heavy weight, as they were sought 
after by the shippers and city butchers. 
Packers were hammering the market at 
all times. 

At the opening of the week the top of 
the market was $8.30, and the bulk of 
the hogs went at $7.75@8, but later in 
the week the top was down to $7.85, an: 
the bulk went at $7.40@7.75. Plain mixed 
hogs, without much weight, went at 
7.23@7.40 to the packers, while the 
throw-out, rough packers sold at $6.75@ 
7. Off-grades of all weights were poor 
sellers. 

The best end of the pigs and lights 
went readily enough, but the poorer 
grades were hard to place at anything 
like satisfactory prices. Best lights 
sold at $7.50@7.75; fair grades at $7.25@ 
7.50. Best grade of pigs, went at $6.8) 
@7.25; fair grades at $6.25@6.65. 

Sheep Prices Higher. 

Just a fair number of sheep and 
lambs was received. There was a good 
demand, the market was active and 
prices on a higher basis. Lambs did 
not make:so much advance as sheep, 
gaining 15@25c, but all sheep that 
could be used for mutton found ready 
sale and advanced 50c, which placed 
them on the highest basis they have 
been since last spring. 

Good fat lambs went at $7.75@S, 
while the plain kinds found sale at 
$7.25 @7.65. Culls and others that 
were really not any better than culls 
went at $6.50@7. Buyers did not sort 
the lambs very closely as competition 
was too strong. Some lambs were re- 
ceived from Utah that weighed 69 
pounds and sold at $7.65. 

Early in the week sheep were sel]l- 
ing at $5, the same as for several 
weeks past, but later they were 
betnattna $5.50. Nothing like the num- 
ber of sheep needed were received. 
Breeding ewes went at  $5.50@6, 
choppers and stockers at $44.75, 
plain stockers at $343.90, and bucks 
at $4.25 @4.50. 

Horse Prices Firm, Mule Market Nil. 

There was no material change made 
in the horse market. Foreign buyers 
continued to be heavy purchasers al! 
week and they got the majority of 
the offerings. rices on all thes» 
stood firm. Eastern buyers were tak- 
ing a few but not as many as did 
Southern buyers, and the auction did 
not display any too much iife 
throughout the week. Fat chunks and 
drafters were the kinds mostly want. 
ef by Eastern buvers, while South- 
erners wanted only a few on the 
quality order. 

The market on mules was 
tically nil as there was hardly any 
trade whatever. A few miners, big 
mutes and. sugar types sold, and buy- 
ers were scarce. Sellers claim tho 
trade at present is on as slow a basis 
as it has been in some time.

Wheat futures were strong Ilasv 
week and closed the trading firm at 
the top level, with quotations 30 to 
3%c higher. Trade was largely pro- 
fessional, however. 

It was strictly a war market all 
week, and traders continued to favor 


the buying side on the theory that the 
reported German successes could in- 
dicate nothing but a prolonged strife 

Liverpool wheat prices also showed 
a strong upward drift. 

Notwithstanding the recent ro- 
nounced reaction in wheat vaiues 
since the high level touched shortly 
after war was declared, many of the 
best-posted traders on the Merchants 
Exchange are strongly of the opinion 
that higher quotations will prevail 
later on. Many base their bullish pre- 
dictions on prices of wheat during 
other important wars, and on this 
theory the following tabulation proves 
interesting: 

War Prices Usually High. 
1775—War of American Revolution. 
Wheat 93 cents average at seaboard 
markets in 1788; rose yearly to 1796, 
with an average of $2.48, the high be- 
ing $3. Then continued high average, 
owing to French Revolution, Napole- 
onic wars and our own War of 1812. 
1815—-European war. Waterloo end- 
ed hostilities and resulted in some 
break in prices. Average rice in 18135 
$1.76, then rose to $2.85 in 1817. 
1854-56—Crimean war. ’ 
cents in 1852, rose to $1.85 in 
which was top. After some decline 
rallied again in 1857, but upward 
move was interfered with by panic of 
that period and failure of Ohio Life 
and Trust Co. 
1860-64—Civil War. Wheat in Chi- 
cago, 62 cents in 1861, rose to $2.28 in 
1864, broke with end of war to 74 
cents early in 1865, followed by a vio- 
lent advance to $2.85 in spring of 
1867. Made the same high as reached 
in 1817, just 50 years previous. 
1876-78—Russo-Turkish war. Wheat 

3 cents in 1876, rose to $1.76 in ag 
dh to 77 cents at conclusion o 
war, only to rise to $1.44 in 1882. 

1898 -~ Spanish-American War. 
Wheat 63 cents in spring of 1897. Lei- 
ter deal on, prices rose to $1.85 for 
May and $1.25 for July in May, 1898; 
coliapsed to 63 cents before end of 
the war, on failure of Leiter deal. 
1904-05 Russo-Japanese War. 
Wheat 74 cents in November, 1903, 
rose to $1.21 in both 1904 and 1905; 
broke to 69 cents in 1906, to advance 
again to $1.60 cash and $1.34 May 
option, 1909. 
1914--General European war. Wheat 
middle of July 84% cents for May 
option; rose to $1.32 early in Septem- 
ber. and now $1.20. What next? 

The three periods when prices ruled 
higher after hostilities were those 
when war continued for a lengthy 
time and resulted in depleted supplies. 
In other cases the duration of war or 
nations involved were on @ more Tre- 
stricted scale. Chicago. prices are 
quoted since the Civil War. 

Wheat Receipts Are Light. 

Receipts of wheat in the domestic 
primary markets were lighter than a 
vear ago, and in Canada the run to 
market Was sO small as to cause the 
belief that the crop in the Dominion 
was even less than recently estimated, 


(and that exports to England from the 


sister country has practically cleaned 
up the surplus holdings of farmers 
willing to sell their grain at this price 


evel. 

Statistical news of the week also fa- 
vered the buyers slightly. 

The domestic wheat visible supply iIn- 
creased 5,535,000 bushels for the week. 
Corn decreased 734,000 bushels; oats, 1,- 
041,000 barrels.

Corn Traders Benrish. 

Sentiment is bearish on corn and pro- 
fessional traders are talking cheaper 
prices, despite the fact that quotations 
are slightly lower than at this time 
last year and that the country has 
experienced two shorts in succession. 

The October Government forecast in- 
dicated a corn crop of only 2,699,900.000 
Lushel, compared with 2,446,988,900 bushel 
last vear, when the yleld was the 
smallest since 193, and compared with 
the worst crop failure the trade ever 
experienced of 1,522,448,312 bushel tn 1991. 

When it Is considered that the crop 
of 1912 broke all records at 3,124,746,0%0 
bushel and that prices on that crop 
went out very high, after the entire 
speculative following sold corn short 
on the prospective yield, there is not 
much reason for taking the bear 
side of the market at present, with re- 
serves of corn in farmers’ hands close 
to the smallest on record.

REPORT CAUSES

Australian Yield Is Said to Be 
75,000,000 Less Than 
Last Year. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—Sensational 
crop loss reports from Australia were 
largely responsible today for a con- 
tinued advance in the price of wheat. 
The market closed nervous at*%e to 
1%c above last night. Corn finished 
%c to % @lile up, and provisions 
strung out from i0e decline to @ rise 


of 20c. 

It was speedily apparent that if 

the estimates received today were 
substantially correct, Australia was 
eliminated for this season as an ex- 
porter of wheat. <Assertions were 
made that the shortage in Australia 
would amount to 75,000,000 bushels, 
whereas the entire exportable sur- 
plus last year did no aggregate 
more than 67,000,000 bushels. n this 
connection, Liverpool dispatches intt- 
mated that importers were alarmed 
over the chance of future supplies in 
case of war complications more 
acute.

#ame reason, it is explained, other co}- 
leges have canceled proposed courses 
dealing with the war. Prof. Usher is 
however, conducting a course on ‘‘Mod 
ern Democracy.” .

When informed of the Coroner’s jury 
action in the De Clue case, McPheeters 
acknowledged that his “oral order’’ had 
been violated by the failure to arrest 
De Clue and have him tried in a court 
of law instead of giving him a “sta- 
tion trial.”” He said he would investi- 
gate the matter thoroughly and an- 
nounce his conclusion. 

At his home in the evening, McPhee- 
ters told a reporter he had investigated 
and had instructed Chief Young to ar- 
rest the motorman and renew his in- 
structions to the various commanding 
officers in the districts. 

The charge against De Clue was pre- 
ferred by the Coroner’s jury on the 
testimony of J. F. Gillaspie, 1111 North 
Seventh street. Gillasple testified he 
was seated in De Clue’s car, about three 
seats from the front, and saw the mo- 
torman turn to adjust a window curtain 
at his rear as the car approached 
Nineteenth street on Morgan He said 
De Clue had turned off the current but 
had not set the brakes and the car ran 
at high speed into the two-horse wagon 


driven by Buehler. Buehler died al-

Reasons for Choice. 

“The despatch of the naval brigades 
to Antwerp has interrupted, for the 
time, the progress of their instruction 
and training. They were chosen be-« 
cause the need of them was urgent; 
because mobile troops could not be 
spared for fortress duties; because they 
were nearest and could be embarked 
the quickest, and because their train- 
ing, although incomplete, was as far 
edvanced as that of a large portion, 
not only of the forces defending Ant- 
werp but of the enemy’s forces attack: 
ing. 

“The naval division was sent to Ant- 
werp, not as an isolated incident, but 
as a part of a large operation for the 
relief of that city. Other and more 
powerful considerations prevented this 
from being carried through. The de- 
fense of the inner lines of Antwerp 
could have been maintained for some 
days, and the naval division withdrew 
only when ordered to do so, in obedi- 
ence to the general strategic situation, 
and not on account of an attack or 
pressure by the enemy. 

“The prolongation of the defense, due 
to the arrival of the division, enabled 
the ships in the harbor to be rendered 
useless, and many steps of importance 
to be taken. 

Value of Delay. 

“It is too early now to judge what 
effect the delaying, even for five or six 
days, of at least 60,000 Germans before 
Antwerp, may have had upon the for- 
tunes of the general wattle to the south- 
ward. It was certainly powerful and 
helpful, apart from the military expe- 
riences, which have been invaluable. 

“The divisions have been witnesses of 
the ruthlessness of the German foe 
toward a small and innocent State. 
These facts should inspire all ranks to 
fit themselves in the shortest possible 
time for further service in the field, not 
merely as fortress, but as mobile, units. 

“The Belgian people will never forget 
that the men of the Royal Navy and 
Royal Marines were with them in their 
darkest hour of misery, as, please God, 
they may also be with them when Bel- 
gium is restored to her own by the 
armies of the allies.’

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ENGLAND BEGINS A 
STRICT WATCH ON 
“ALIEN ENEMIES: 


permitting 
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Restaurant Is Raided in London, 
and German and Austrian 
Owners Are Detained.

are taking more stringent 
against alien enemies who remain 
undetained in England. This after- 
noon the police raided a large restau- 
rant owned and managed by Germans 
and Austrians. These were taken to 
a detention camp. 

Even those who were recently nat- 
uralived are being detained for an 
examination. The agitation against 
natives of hostile coun- 
tries to continue their vocations here 
is growing as reports come in of al- 
operations of German spies in 
Antwerp before that city fell. 

At the American empassy today an 
was made of the 
“Americans are being 
imprisoned in England, aithough car- 
rying passports,” as was asserted in 
a Berlin dispatch sent to New York 
yesterday. 

Americans Held for Inquiry. 

The embassy statement was: “No 
American citizens whose identity as 
such has been clearly’ established, 
have been imprisoned in England, so 
far as the Ambassador is aware, ex- 
cept for offenses against English law. 
That is to say, a good many Amerli- 
cans suspected of being enemy aliens, 
have heen detained pending an in- 
vestigation into their nationality, 
but none have been held longer than 
was necessary for assurances to be 
received from diplomatic or consular 
representatives that they were en- 
titled to claim American citizenship.” 

It was pointed out that this estab- 
lishing of American citizenship is 
difficult in some cases. For instance, 
the embassy received a frantic letter 
about a woman, born in America, and 
whose forefathers were Americans for 
generations, who had been subjected 
to indignities on registering herself 
with the police. An _ investigation 
showed that the woman had married 
a German and therefore came clearly 
in the class of “enemy aliens.” 

Obtained German Passport. 

One man in a detention camp 
claimed to be an American citizen 
and complained about his arrest until 
it was found that his only claim to 
being an American was that he took 
out papers certifying to his intention 
to become naturalized 10 years ago. 
Two months ago he obtained a Ger- 
man passport. 

Because some Americans here fear a 
German invasion, the embassy does not 
consider that a valid reason for de- 
parting from its new rule regarding the 
passports which have been issued by 
Ambassador Page. This ruling, posted 
at the headquarters of the American 
Relief Committee a few days ago, ex- 
plains: 

“The American Ambassador has been 
informed by the British Government 
that His Majesty's authorities do not re- 
quire passports from American citizens 
for residence or travel in or exit from 
the United Kingdom. The Ambassador 
will, therefore, no longer issue passports 
except in cases where it can be clearly 
established that they are necessary.”’ 

May Appeal to Washington, 

Although that was the announced at- 
titude of the embassy there was a mod- 
ification to the effect that it might be 
changed should the fear prove to be 
based on more substantial grounds than 
it now is. 

A number of resident Americans have 
been insisting that the Ambassador has 
no right to refuse them passports if 
they Can establish citizenship whether 
by birth or naturalization. 

They are considering taking to Wash- 
ington the question whether Ambassador 
Page has a right to refuse a passport to 
a citizen.

PEN REGURD IN 
NATIONAL LAYING 
CONTEST BROKEN 


Average Production Per Hen 
Higher—American Birds 
Show Improvement. 


By T. E. QUISENBERRY. 
Director of State Poultry Experiment 
Station. 

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., Oct. 17.— 


The pen record has been broken in the 


tenth month, also the average number 
of eges laid by each hen is in excess 
of any record made in any of the pre- 
vious national egg laying contests. This 
is by far the best contest we have ever 
held, and the hens are going to aver- 
age at least 20 eggs each more than 
they averaged in the first contest, three 
years ago. This shows the good re- 
sults coming from such contests and 
from the interest and attention which 


lection and breeding for egg produc- 
tion in the past few years. If this in- 
crease in the average hold good 
throughout the State, it means an in- 
crease of over $5,000,000 each year in 
Missouri alone, to say nothing about 
other states. 

We have been more than pleased to 
have foreign birds compete with our 
American pens, for they have stimu- 
lated.us to greater things. While for- 
eign birds seemed destined to win all 
the prizes the first two years, it is not 
so much so today. We find good indi- 
vidual and good pen records being made 
by Missouri birds and by pens from 
other states. Outside of the one En- 
glish pen, Missouri and American birds 
have been in the lead at all times 
The Rock Island reds, Wyandottes, 
barred Plymouth Rocks and the other 
large breeds have been crowding the 
Leghorns for firgt place, which shows 
that the larger varieties can lay as 
well as any variety if properly selected 
and bred. 

The English pen of white Leghorns 
got such a lead and made such consist- 
ent records each month of the year 
that they made a record which was hard 
to equal.’ The trouble with the average 
pen is that they have a few record- 
breaking hens and then they usually 
have a few hens that lay but very few 
eggs, and this brings the average down 
and causes the pen to lose out. We 
think it is up to most of us to so fix 
the egg-laying characteristics in our 
flocks that they will practically all 
make a good average egg yield for each 
month of the year. It will be so when 
we have continued our selection and 
breeding for egg production a few more 
years. This English pen is apparently 
all going to lay over 200 eggs each. All 
but two vut of the 10 hens are already 
over 200 eggs. Another only lacks four 
eggs of that number, and the other is 
only a few eggs behind. This is con- 
sistent laying. Not a bad hen in the 
pén, At the present time the 10 hens 
average over 213 eggs each for only 10 
months. The Rhode Island reds, the 
Wyandottes, Plymouth Rocks, Minor- 
cas, Orpingtons and others hive also 
made good averages. All the good qual- 
ities arg not confined to any one variety. 
You can take your choice of any of the 
leading varieties, and by using a little 
common sense and gumption, can get 
satisfactory results. | 
The pens are all moulting, and no 
great egg yield can be expected from 
this time on. The standing of th. high- 
est pens is as follows: Pen 04, s.

Of 
course, the ailing birds can not be ex- 
pected to lay in that condition. 


Early Molting. 

Why do some hens molt as early as 
August and others not until November? 
Can they be fed so as to make them 
molt not later than Oct. 1, and if so, 
how is it done?—A. R., Palm street, 
St. Louis, Mo. 

Just why one hen will molt sooner 
than another is too much of a mystery 
for this department to solve. It is one 
of nature’s secrets. The molting sea- 
son can be controlled to some extent by 
feeding. When the birds first show signs 
of losing feathers, many poultrymen be- 
gin feeding heavily on green food and 
cut down on the grain ration, especially 
corn and kafir. The chickens are even 
allowed to go a little hungry. These 
practices tend to loosen the feathers and 
hurry the molt along. Tame sunflower 
seeds, and a little epsom salts in the 
drinking water once or twice a week, 


are also beneficial at this period. When 
the molt is finished plenty of nourish- 
ing food is given to bring the birds back 
into good condition for laying in the 
shortest possible time. 


General Information. 

Would eggs from a lame hen be all 
right for hatching? How often should 
dropping boards be cleaned? Would it 
be all right to let ducks run with 
hens? How high should ducks roost 
and nests be placed?—A.°B., St. Louis, 
Mo, 

If the lameness has not impaired the 
vitality of the hen there is no particular 
reason Why her eggs should not be used 
for hatching. The oftener dropping 
boards are cleaned, the better. The ac- 
cumulations should at least not be al- 
lowed to remain longer than a few days 
at a time. If there is time to do it, it 
will pay to clean them off every morn- 
ing. Ducks and chickens should be kept 
separate if it is at all possible to do 
so, because of different feeds required 
and different feeding habits. Let the 
cucks roost on the ground floor of their 
shelter, and this is also the best place 
for their nests. But their roosting quar- 
ters should be dry. Let them have 
straw or other dry litter to roost on. 


Sore Combs. 

I have a number of fine R. L. cocker- 
els whose combs are broken out in black 
places. Sometimes their heads are 
swollen, too. Can you tell me where I 
can get the last copy of “Red Hen 
Tales,’” by W. H. Card?—Mrs. C. L. R., 
Sedalia, Mo. 

Are you sure your cockerels have not 
been fighting and that these marks are 
not the scars of battle? If so, then the 
remedy would be self-evident. If not 
due to this, apply treatment recom- 
mended for chicken pox elsewhere on 
this page.

Growths on Bills. 

I have some Barred Rock pullets 
that have had hard humps about the 
size of peas form on the upper side 
of their bills. These lumps are black 
in appearance. I removed the lump 
from one and the bill underneath was 
soft. There are no lumps on head or 
comb and no discharge from nostrils 
Or eyes.—W. S. G., Madison, Il. 

If these growths are scablike, or 
sores, wash them with carbolic soap- 
suds and soften with vaseline unti! 
they drop off. It is possible that they 
are of a warty nature and harmless. 
If s0, would leave them alone.

Small, yellow ulcers about beak, nos- 
trils and other parts of the head 
characterize this diBease. In addition 
to the advice given W. 8S. G. would 
isolate all ailing birds and disinfect 
the quarters, as this disease is very 
contagious. It would be difficult in- 
deed to tell what killed your other 
two birds, as any one of several all- 
ments might be responsible. 


Eee Eating. 

I have about 150 young hens and 
they have started to eat their eggs. 
This has happened to me before and 
I killed all the offenders. What would 
be your advice in this case?—L,. 
St. Louis, Mo. 

Egg-eating may be 
habit acquired ee 
broken egg or it may be due to a 
craving for Lap that the birds 
do not get. In case it its the latter, 
a cure may be effected in most in- 
stances by feeding more nourishing 
food—meat scraps, green bone, etc. 
Also give them plenty of green feed 
which at this season may include 
cabbage, turnips, mangels, alfalfa 
hay, ete. Feed less corn and kafir 
and more meat and vegetables. Dark- 
ened nests will also break up the hab- 
it {in most cases. Have the entrance 
to nests at the back where it is dark 
and cover the other sides. Another 
remedy is to open an egg at one end 
and stir in some cayenne pepper, 
then stick a piece of cloth over the 
opening and let the egg-eaters have 
it. Many poultrymen also leave por- 
celain eggs lying about and keep the 
real eggs closely gathered. The hens 
soon get tired of picking at the imi- 
tations.

Other chief 
German decorations are the Order of Merit, the 
Crown, the Red Eagle (principally civilian) the Hoh- 
enzollern, the Lippe Cross of Honor, the Bavarian 
Merit, the Hessian Military Merit, the Saxon Mili- 
tary. : 

France honors civilian and soldier alike with the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor. One may obtain it by 
great constructive work in the arts of peace, or by 
bravery or intelligence in the moment of conflict. 

Austria-Hunvary values chiefly the Iron Crown, 
for the generality of soldiers, and the Golden Fleece 
for worthy citizens of exalted station. The Iron 
Crewn was founded by Napoleon I, but was revived 
by Emperor Francis I. It has three ranks: those of 
the Grand Cross, Commander, a higher rank, and , 
Chevalier, highest of all. The order of Francis 
Joseph I is issued for civil merit. 

Belgium decorates its deserving sons with the in- 
signia of the order of Leopold I, founded in 1832. It 
is a reward for military, civil, architectural, literary 
and scientific achievement.

” ripening in the trees. Gasoline keeps making wheels 
go round. Electricity works as usual all day and all night. Cocks crow 
and dogs bark and horses go by in the street. Everything is being itself 
and fulfilling itself and quietly making the world go rownd—except me. 
[ have been eating and drinking and breathing War. I buy ten papers 
a day. I read in the streets and I read while I eat. The people I am with 
if there is a new headline near by, drop off the face of the earth, They 
are as though they were not. My whole being has been scooped up and 
drunk away with war. Now and then I would forget a minute perhaps. 
There would be a group of us and we would be swept off in sheer weari- 
ness, into a gale of laughter about nothing. Then I would see men 
rolling dead bodies up a hill to lie behind—those cold still entrenchments 
—and shoot, or I would wake in the night and remember out of deep sleep 
and listen to a roar three thousand miles away. I think of the gay little 
flaxen-hair children, I saw playing in the streets of Cologne, crying 4s if, 
their hearts would break. I think of silent mothers * * * If I have 
time to eat I have time to read about the war. Why should I know whether 
there are peaches or cantaloupe upon my plate? 
Then the other day, as I have said before, I woke up. 
It oceurred to mie that it was about time, with a great absorbing 
event like this going on before my eyes, that I be of some use, , Reading 
all day and all night about disasters that are happening to other people 
does not help them much. There must be some way of reading news about 
war which will put one in a position to help. 1] do not know how it is 
striking other people as they look back over what has been happening in 
the last few weeks, but with me it has been as if I were in the middle of 
some huge interminable, idle, helpless dime-novel. I have been profound- 
ly and hopelessly absorbed day and night, but I have not helped the 
¢haracters in the novel. 
It was this that woké me up apparently—thinking how I could help. 
| began thinking out my own personal relation to the war, the relation 
of the war to my vision of human nature, my vision of the next hundred 
years and my visidn of my own people and of the world. 
It made a great differenceto me in my reading of the war news when 
I began to slow my reading down and try to see the relation of what I 
was reading by my vision of human nature and of th> next hundred years. 
Everything became steadied. I noticed one or two things. I spent 
less time on papers themselves—on finding out what the news was and 
[ spent more time in finding out the news about the news—in determining 
for myself what the news was for, and where it belonged and what. it 
logically would do with me and with a world and, most of all, what is 
this news going to do with us—with us in the United States, and how are 
we going to assimilate it, understand it and act on it?. 
With this point of view in mind—this searching behind the news for 
news about the news, I have begun to get some satisfaction out of reading 
news about the war. Instead of ) 
being sucked up against the 
subject and flattened out into 
not knowing who I am by it, 
or where I am, or what lam <<: 
doing I am steadied, while read- Ge 
ing, inte action. And when | Bem 
read at table I know whether it 
is peaches or cantaloupe on my 
plate. It does not help Europe 
for me not to know whether it 
is peaches or cantaloupe on m; 
plate. The way to help Europe ¥ 
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to get into the habit as soon as possible of knowing 
what | am about. 

Perhaps this experience of mine in reading war 
news has something to do with all of us. -

The most important thing that is happening in 
the world today is not what is happening to the 
men in the battlefield of Europe. 

The most important thing that is happening in 
the world today is what is happening to us. 

All that they ean do is to kill each other. 

They cannot decide anything by killing each other. They can decide 
possibly (which has nothing to do with the subject) which ean kill the 
most. But even then, having spent a hundred thousand or two hundred 
thousand men on each side and forty millions dollars a day to decide who 
ean kill the most, nobody except those who are dead will be in any position 
to help. The dead will help because they will be through fighting. They 
will be quiet and strong and assured. They will call out reverence and 


love. That will help. But the living will not help. They will be helpless” 


and useless because they will be filled with rage for five hundred years— 
with the weakness and helplessness of rage. 


So what is most important is not what is happening in Europe. But 
what is happening to us. We will have to decide the matter—unravel the 
five-humdred-year rage, and the way we decide—the ability we are to 
have to decide, to sit in judgment, on the fate of a world, will depend on 
what is happening to us now from day to day, while we look on, upon the 


spirit and the msight with which we look on, on the deep still fair-minded- 


ness, the daily hope, love and prayer, the daily fighting for truth with 
which we read our daily papers, which will make us strong when the real 
battle comes—the battle which will fold away the giant-little, roaring- 
futile helpless battles like the Aisne and the Marne into darkness and for- 
getfulness—that mighty hattle in American thought, on American soil, 
that is soon to come for the peace of the World, for the continued existence 
of fearless men upon the earth. 


It is our American battle that is going to settle things. How are we 
daily schooling ourselves as we look on, drilling our hearts to wisdom, 
to self-control and quietness, reading the temperatures of the nations, 
keeping close in spirit to each of the nations, making them feel it and know 
it, so that they will turn to us at last as the only power on earth that shall 
supply the world with its breathing space. We must prepare ourselves in 
our thoughts and actions to make America the clearing house of all 
peoples. We will make our Capitol at Washington a kind of temple in 
which the tired nations come to think and to pray. 

And then shall we save them, in their weariness and fear, from des- 
troying themselves when they are too tired to destroy one another. 

A great many things are happening in our minds underneath while 
we read up and down our columns of battles. Mighty faiths and indigna- 
tions and hopes, and little mean unbeliefs. A great many questions come, 
questions about human nature and about the world. It is the mighty, daily 
task of American men today to pursue and face these questions; to ar- 
range what is happening to us in our minds, and make our hearts ready 
to arrange a world, instead of reading one more rumor of one more twist 
or turn ina rumor of another blind, helpless, useless, wasted battle. 


Only men who undestand, who 
possess themselves and love 
others, do things. What other 
men are doing we might do. 
But God has given us 3000 miles 
of open sea. What America does 
with that open sea—its per- 
spective, its freedom, its youth, 
joy, sunshine —its mighty- 
heartedness shall be the self-ex- 
pression, the communion of 
America with all the peoples 
of the earth.

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Ipecac Holds Out Hope 


‘to Sufferers - From 
Pyotr rhoea 


T looks as if a cure had at last been 
discovered for pyorrhoea alveolaris, 
or Riggs’ disease. This trouble 
manifests itself by the formation of 

pockets of pus about the roots of the 
teeth, which become loose and eventually 


fall out. Ipecac seems to be the long- 
sought cure. 
Two almost simultaneous announce- 


ments that an amoeba is always present 
in if not actually the cause of pyorrhoea 
led up to the trial of ipecac-as a cure. 
Ipecac kills the amoeba coli, which is 
responsible for amoebic dysentery, and 
this fact suggested to Prof. Allen J. 
Smith and Dr. M. T. Barrett of the 
School of Medicine, University of Penn- 
sylvania, that it might have a similar 
effect upon the amoeba of the mouth. 

Prof. Smith and Dr. Barrett announced 
their researches into the causes and cure 
of pyorrhoea at the annual meeting of 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society on 
July 1. Prof Angelo Chiavaro of Rome, 
Italy, read a paper on his investigations 
at the meeting of the American Dental 
Society of Europe in Paris on July 20. 
And at a meeting of the Orleans Parish 
Medical Society on Sept. 14 Dr. C. C. 
Bass ‘announced the results of experi- 
ments conducted by him in collaboration 
with Dr. F. M. Jones at Tulane Uni- 
versity. 

A large number of vegetable bacteria 
~ notably those of pneumonia and of pus 
formation—have been found in _ the 
pockets of pyorrhoea. The occasional 
presence of amoebae—reai‘ animals—in 
the mouth has been. known since 1862, 
but has not been looked upon as of 
much importance. Drs. Smith and Bar- 
ret examined 46 cases of pyorrhoea and 
in every case found the endamoeba buc- 
ealis in the pus cavities. Prof. Chiavaro 
hunted for the same amoeba in the mouth 
of 68 patients in the Royal Dispensary 
at the Umberto I. Polyclinic and found 
it in every case of pyorrhoea and in the 
soft white deposits on sound teeth which 
are not kept in good bygienic condition. 
He never found it in carious cavities in 
which the process of decay was still go- 
ing on. As this process is due to acid 
he concluded that the amoeba was killed 
by acid. 

Drs. Smith and Barrett describe their 
amoeba as varying in size. from six or 
eight micromillimeters to 30 or more 
micromillimeters in diameter. They pro- 
ject only «a few pseudopods at one time, 
and these are lobular or like thick fin- 
gers. The nucleus is invisible until they 
are stained. They contain numerous 
food vacuoles. which are well seen in 
the larger specimens, and these contain 
fragments of both white and red corpus- 
cles. 

Prof. Chiavaro’s description is much 
the same, only he thinks -the contents 
of the food vacuoles are the debris of 

acteria, from which he draws the con- 
‘lusion that these amoebae help in dis- 
infecting the mouth. This conclusion, of 
course, is exactly opposite to that found 
by Smith and Barrett, who, while not 
prepared to say positively that the 
amoebae are the cause of the infection, 
are inclined to believe so, because of the 


uniformity of their occurrence in the 
pus cavities and their failure to find 


them in really healthy. mouths. 

An additional reason for their belief is 
their success in effecting’ cures by the 
use of ipecac in the form of. injections 
of one-half per cent’ solution of emetin 
hydrochloride. They force a blunt-point- 
ed hypodermic syringe into the pockets, 
its point passing directly into the wall 
of the pockets, and as they withdraw it 
they squirt the solution until the pocket 
is entirely filled. - é 

In some of their cases the pus disap- 
peared in 24 hours. In all cases it van- 
‘ished within three days. 

“Whether- the cessation of the lesions 
is destined to be permanent cannot at 
present be stated,” said Dr. Barrett in 
his Philadelphia address, “but in the 
experience of the writer no other meth- 
od of deaiing _with these ‘peridental 
suppuratiqns has shown any influence.” 

Dental Cosmos, which publishes these 
addresses in fufl, remarks editorially 
that “emetin appears to have in pyor- 
rhoea treatment.a therapeutic action of 
far greater efficiency than any other 
nedicament known to dental materia 
medica.” 

LECTRIC switching locomotives of 
unusual design have been placed

ARGEST of all locomotives is the 
Matt H. Shay, just completed for 

the Erie Railway by the Bald- 
‘wins. It is called a ‘“centipede”’ 

by the men, not because of its more than 
one hundred feet of length (105 feet), 
but because of its numerous driving 
wheels.

HAT common articles of food may 

possess in addition to a bigh 

dietetic value certain medicinal 

virtues ts indicated In the use 
of oatmeal as a diabetic cure, in the em- 
ployment of buttermilk in gastrointes- 
tinal disorders, in the administration of 
acid fruits as antiscorbutic remedies, etc. 
A. Kakowski in the Zeitschrift fur physi 
kalische und dietetische Therapic. June 
and July, 1914, extols the value of the 
pumpkin when administered in large 
quantities in the treatment of nephritic 
edema. He finds that it fulfills the fol- 
lowing requirements of the ideal diuretic 
food : It should contain considerabie 
water and natural salts, but should »b* 
relatively free from sodium chloride: it 
should be well borne by the alimentary 
tract and should act as a mild laxative; 
it should have nutritive valve and should 
be palatable: it should not trritate the 
kidneys and shoyld not give rise to harm- 
ful metabolic products; and it should be 
easily obtainable, cheap and easily pre 
served. 

The edible portion of the pumpkin ts 
prepared by Kakowski in the form of a 
norridge, by being cut into small pleces, 
covered with water, and boiled over 4 
slow fire for two hours. [It is admin- 
istered to the patient with butter. mitk 
or cream, or preferably mixed with rice 
soup. The preparation most agreeable 
to the patient is one In which the pump- 
kin is boiled with milk or with cream. 

The pumpkin cure was employed in 
severe cases of chronic nephritis in which 
an edema had been rebellious to the en- 
tire range of medicinal diuretics. Long 
stanting and massive edemas disan- 
peared within a short time under this 
method of treatment. 


New Uses for Quicksilver 
E quicksilver production of the 
world during 1913 is estimated 
at 4171 metric tons, against 
4262 tons in 1912 and 4082 tons 

in 1911. The countries of production last 

year were: United States, 6%58 . tons; 

Austria-Hungary, $855 tons; Italy, 988 

tons;. Spain 14990 tons; Mexico and 

others, 150 tons. These figures were 
gathered by the United States Geological 

Survey. 

Quicksilver is used mainly in the man- 
ufacture of fulminate for explosive caps, 
of drugs, of electric appliances and sacien- 


tife apparatus, and in the recovery of . 


precious metals, especially gold, by amal- 
gamation. A new use in Scotland is the 
floating of lights of lighthouses upon a 
boty of quicksilver. A use in England, 
in the United States, and possibly else- 
where is the coating of ships’ bottoms 
with, a paint containing quicksilver to 
prevent organic growth: Mercuric oxide 
(red oxide of mercury) is the active 
poison in anti-fouling paint successfully 
used on ships’ bottoms. The metal ap- 
pears to be but little employed in silver- 
ing mirrors, as nitrate of silver is now 
chiefly used for the purpose. Increasing 
use of quicksilver is probably to be ex- 
pected in the manufacture of electrical 
appliances and of fulminates, and pos- 
sibly of paints for protective coatings on 
metals. The demand for cuicksi'ver for 
amalgamating gold and silver ha« erestly 
decreased, as is well known. with the de- 
creased supply of free milling ores and 
the increased application of cyanidcation 
to gold and silver ores. Industrial chem- 
istry and inventive genius are to be 
looked to for increasing the demand.

N the annual report of Dr. Bashford 
of the Impertal Cancer Research 
Fund an announcement of greac 
importance is made.

The pure metal is so malleable that 


it can be beaten between strips of vellum 
into sheets one two-hundred-and-fifty- 
thousandth of an inch in thickness. In 


this form it is transparent, and trans- 


mits green light, 


When very finely divided gold is sus- 
pended in a liquid, by precipitation from 
a solution, it -transmits green light 
similar to that of the leaf gold. Yet in 
ordinary. well-diffused light it seems pur- 
ple, for this is the color it reflects. In 
other words, if a light-.is placed behind 

a jar containing a liquid: with gold in 
rie suspension, it looks green; whereas, 
‘if the light is placed in front or at the 
side, the color is purple. The vapor from 
boiling molten gold is also purple. 


What then is the real co'or of gold’? 
The color of a substance depends on its 
ability to reflect only light of that color, 
which, in turn, is due to the arrange- 
ment of the molecules. [It seems, then, 
even the simple mechanical changes 
which we mentioned before as. altering 
physical properties;. are accom- 
panied by radical changes among the 
molecules as far as their mutual rela- 
tionships are concerned.

: Paris line of defénses., Favre refused to yield this point 
and the bombardment of the city went on. As it was in 
these two interviews, so was it-in all the other nego- 
tiations— Bismarck stern, unyielding, implacable; the 
French Ambassadors supplicating mercy where no nee? 
was to be found. 

To understand ftlly these negotiations, a brief .re- 
capitulation of the events immediately preceeding them 
is necessary. The French Emperor, Napoleon, Il; after 
playing into Bismarck’s hands provoking a war-when-his 
country had been isolated from the rest ef Europe, by 
the skilled diplomacy of the Prussian Chancellor, had 
taken the field with his poorly prepared army. The 
German hordes swept over his country in an avalanche., 
In six weeks one French army had been annihilated and 
the Emperor himself taken prisoner at Sedan, another 
army was cooped up*at, Metz, whence it was not to 
emerge except as prisoners of war, and the German road 
to Paris was open. 

The wholly unexpected debacle stunned France. Sept. 
4 a group of French legislators proclaimed the fall of 
Napoleon’s dynasty and constituted themselves the 
“Government of National Defense,” with Gen. Trochu 
President, and Jules Favre, ‘a lawyer, Vice-President 
and Minister of Foreign Affairs. This committee, for it 
was little else, set about frantically preparing Paris for 
a siege. As repeated disasters -had shown the German 
advance irresistible, Favre was sent forward to treat 
with the Germans and, if possible, prevent an assault 
upon the city. 

Near Baron Rothschild’s. palace, at the village of Fer- 
rieres, Favre and Bismarck met. The grizzled Chancel- 
lor showed the effects of the whirlwind campaign, which 
he had accompanied, while Favre was conspicuously neat 
in his attire. The two men sized each other up before 
actually beginning negotiations. 

What Favre saw was a heavy-jowled, gray-mustached 
man in the yellow undress uniform of the heavy Band- 
wehr cavalry, with its white cap and great top boots.

‘You for- 
get M. le Comte, you are speaking to a 
Frenchman. Never! And I cannot even 
promise to report that you said such a 
thing.’” Adding that while France might 
be willing to pay an indemnity, it would 

: not yield an inch of French soil, Favre 
took his depcrture. 

The Frenchmen settled back to a des-. 
pairing defense of their city and the Ger- 
mans set about: their -implaacble siege, 
memorable ‘in the history of warfare. 
Month after month the German guns bat- 
tered at the city’s walle and their lines 
encircled it so closely that its inhabitants 
were on the verge of starvation. The 
French tried to obtain foreign interven- 
‘ion, but were checkmated everywhere by 
the superb policies of Bismarck. Gam- 
betta escaped from Paris in a balloon and 
tried to raise new armies in the prov- 
inces. 

At last it was decided to make one 
more effort to get terms from the Prus.- 
sians. . Favre again went to Bismarck, 
this time to suggest an armistice and the 
revictualing of Paris until a new national 
Government could be formed.

For five days the 
diplomatic duel went on, and fimally the baff!e4 Favre 
returned to his city. 


Jan. 26, 1871, Favre was umeiiie: to yield. An 
armistice of 21 days for the election of a national as- 
sembly was granted during which Paris was to be re- 
victualed. The city consented to pay a war indemnity 
of $48,000,000, its garrison was to be declared ovcisoners, 
its walls were to be disarmed and its outer forts 
turned over to the Germans. As a concession to French 
pride, Bismarck permitted the French to fire the last 
cannon shot before the armistice became effective. 

When Jules Favre was next ushered into the grand 
salon of the palace at Versailles, where the German 
General Staff had established its headquarters, the ':on 
Chancellor, in the full dress uniform of a Prussian Gen- 
eral, walked toward him with outstretched hands and 
greeted him with these words: 

“Your Excellency, I salute in you the worthy repre- 
sentative of a great and heroic nation.”

A great deal has been ceteiter of late about the dif. 
fernt methods of employing infantry by the French and 
the Germans.

The great value of extended order formations was 
demonstrated in the Boer War.

When artillery fire can be concentrated on a spot, it 
of course is deadly. The principal value of artillery in 
actual comwvat lies in its co-operation with the more 
mobile forces. In an attack its principal function is 
in silencing the guns of the enemy so as to enable the 
nfantry and cavalry to deliver an assault. In an 
iafantry action, for example, it can fire over the heads 
of ‘the charging line and into the ranks of the enemy 
almost up to the moment of man-to-man contact. Nat- 
urally the guns become invaluable in breaking up a 
counter attack. But it must always be remembered 
that unsupported field artillery is always open to at- 
tack and even capture by infantry. 

It is generally known that for many years both 
France and Germany have been engaged in an artillery- 
building race. It is popularily supposéd that the Ger- 
mans have placed their chief reliance in guns of large 
caliber,, hurling. vast quantities of metal, while’ the 
French have relied upon smaller, more mobile and 
It is supposed that thif war will 
demonstrate which theory, if either, is the best. The 
American officer declined to give an opinion before more 
complete returns are in. He said he had been much 
interested in rumors that the Germans are using some 
enormous cannon, the shells of which are fitted with 
a more pevwerful explosive than the rest of the world 
knows. He admitted that such evns, if they exict, 
might chanve the complexion of siege operations par- 
ticularly.” 

Each army in the field has guns of various sizes for 
different prr and it is-«mecessary to keen a varied 
supply of ormunition on hand all the time. Very often 

a single evn may fre-’"0 rounds in a single day. That 
woe freguently the case in the Russo-Japa se War and 
when it is remembered that at Mukden 3000 guns were 
employed, it is not hord to arrive %t the conclusion 
that in the present war 1.200,009 rounds of ammunition 
may be required each day. 

In spite of this vast avalanche of metal, the number 
ef men. killed is relatively small. At Privat in the 
Franco-Prussian War it is ertimated that for. every 


,Germam hit the French had fired 80 shots, weighing 


in all 660 pounds. In the Russo-Japanese War, the Rus- 
sians fired about 1500 shots for evey Japanese disabled. 
From this it has been estimated that in modern war 
one ton of. metal must be huxled more than a mile for 
every solcier killed or maimed.* 

Shrapnel, a shell containing from 200 to 300 bullets, 
timed to explode at any distance, is the favorite am- 
munition for field artillery. Yet the figures prove that 
@t*is not so deadly as infantry rifle fire. In the war of 
1870 the casualties due to infantry fire were 90 per 
ent, -8,.per cent to artillery fire’ and 2 per cent to 
In Manchuria 85.5 per cent of the 
Yet in the Russo- 
Japanese War, 1053 rifle cartridges were required for 
every Japenese soldier killed or wounded. When these 
figures are compared with the ratio of 375 bullets to 
each soldier hit in the gwar of 1870 it becomes apparent 
that in spite .of the improvements in weapons, the -av- 
erage Ssoldier’s chances are much better than formerly. 

The reason for this is not hard to find. Battle lines 
are longer and thinner now than then. At Austertitz 

- 75,000 Frenchmen fought 
along an eight-mile front. 
At.Wagram 150,000 French- 
men were in a battle line 
only 10 miles long. At 
Gravelotte 185,000 Germans’ 
were massed in a line only 
five miles long. 

The Boer War’s les- 
son, that walls of living 
men were not ramparts 
for modern rifle bullets, 
saw the end of such con- 
centrations. .At Mukden 
the- Russian and Japanese.

ANY there are who be 
lieve that, behind the 
huge avalanche of in- 
vasion in Belgium and 
France, the real pro- 
pulsive force was not 
so much the Kaiser and 

his General Staff as the ideas .spun in 
solitude some 30 years ago by an o scure 
and impoverished German professor of 
philology, half blind and tortured vy dis- 
ease, Who died in a madhouse. 

As Voltaire, Rou and Dierot are 
called the fiterary fathers of the Freneh 
Revolution, so Friedrich Nietzsche (1844- 
1900) is the arcli-prophet of Ge:man mil- 
itarism, manifest in the war of 1914. 

Apostle of “The Will to Powas,” which 
glorifies ruthiess torce as being in itself 
its own justiiication; of the Superman, to 
whom weaker men are, of right and ne- 
cessity helots; and of master morality as 
opposed to slave morality (of the latter 
he consiaered Christianity the consum- 
mate and most pernicious example); 
Nietzsche has been called the German ~ 
Machiavelli. Both he and the subtle. 
Florentine found their ideal “man of 
prey” in that brilliant and monstrous 
virtuoso in iniquity, Caesar Borgia. 

At the feet of Nietzsche’s intellect, one 
of the haughtiest and fiercest ever pos 
sessed by man, sat as pupils of the spirit 
those prophets of military conquest by 
right of might, Treitschke, Von Sybel and 
Von Bernhardi. Although fame did not 
find Nietzsche out until night had fallen 
forever upon his faculties, it came at last 
with a world-wide rush. His vogue in his 
own country has been enormous. Proba- 
bly no philosopher has been so popularly 
read. 

It is one of fate’s ironies that Nietzsche, 
despite the Franco-Prussian War, by no 
means considered his own countrymen to 
be potential Supermen; he is at pains to 
point out that they possess little resem- 
blance to his ideal “blond: brute”: and 
toward the last he came to regard his com- 
patriots with an immoderate aversion. 

He was born near Leipzig, the son of a 
Protestant clergyman, and at the age of 
25 became professor of classical philology 
at the University of Basel, in Switzerland. 
After supporting for 12 years, with heroic 
fortitude, a jife which was really a lingering death, 
he became hopelesely insane ia 1888. 

Herewith are presented characteristic passages fron 
four of his best-known works: “The Will to Power.” 
‘‘Beyond Good and Evil,” “The Genealogy of Morais” 
arid ‘“Thus Spake Zarathustra.”
